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APSCUF members have reached a tentative contract agreement

This past weekend, members from the Associ- 
ation of Pennsylvania State College and Uni- 
versity Faculties (APSCUF) announced that a 
tentative contract agreement has been made. 

In a statement issued by APSCUF Presi- 
dent Steven Hicks, "After two years of nego- 
tiating, we feel that we have finally reached 
an agreement that is fair to both faculty and 
students." 

For the students of Mansfield University, 
this tentative agreement means that the likeli- 
hood of missing class due to a faculty strike 
is no longer a major concern. For faculty 
members, it means an up to date contract. 

Since 201 1, APSCUF faculty members 
have been working without a formal con- 
tract, but recently, negotiations have pointed 
to a new contract being implemented in the 
coming weeks. Without a formal contract in 
place, faculty members relied on the previ- 
ous contract, which had not been adjusted to 
consider the changing needs of professors and 
students alike. 

"Initially, contract negotiations began 
slowly between APSCUF members and the 
Pennsylvania State System of Higher Educa- 
tion (PASSHE)," Dr. Lee Wright said. Dr. 
Wright is a professor of communication at 
Mansfield, and also serves as the Faculty Li- 
aison for Mansfield University's APSCUF 
members. Problems between the two organi- 
zations arose over three key issues. 

The first issue was that of Healthcare 
benefits for retirees, which has since been re- 
solved. The basic argument was over whether 
or not retirees should be required to enter into 
the voucher system plan for health care. Un- 
der the voucher system proposed by PASSHE, 
retirees would be given a "voucher" to buy 
Healthcare from private providers. APSCUF 
members disliked the idea. 

In a sort of compromise, APSCUF mem- 
bers will now have an increased out of pocket 



expense for all doctor visits and prescriptions. 
In exchange, retirees will not be required to 
take part in the voucher program. 

The final two issues both directly relate 
to students in some capacity. 

One issue involved APSCUF's desire 
that universities "provide increased instruc- 
tional design support for distance education," 
Wright said. In essence, added support for

University has the Academic Affairs Commit- 
tee (ACC). While the ACC is able to monitor 
most aspects of what is taught in the class- 
room and what benefits the students, it has 
never had a say in the size of the class. Under 
the new contract agreement however, faculty 
members now have a say in recommending 
class size. This benefits 
the students by al-

The final issue 
concerning students was that of class size. 
Each PASSHE campus has a curriculum com- 
mittee, made up of faculty professors,which 
oversees various aspects of student education 
including such things as general education 
requirements and monitoring the overall 
helpfulness of academic advising. Mansfield

Wright 
stressed that the ne- 
gotiation issues and 
talk of a faculty strike 
"was never about pay" 
With minute percent- 
age increases of 1 per- 
cent for the next two 
academic years, and a 2 per- 
cent increase the following year, faculty raises 
fail to keep up with inflation. However, "the 
(APSCUF) union recognized that PASSHE 
was not getting increased support from the 
state," Wright said. For that reason, APSCUF 
did not press for significant salary increases. 
Despite a tentative agreement between 



the two organizations, finalizing the new 
contract could take several weeks. As Wright 
explained, it is now an APSCUF procedural 
matter. APSCUF delegates from each of the 
state universities will be required to meet and 
vote on the proposed contract. If the new 
contract passes, the vote will then go to the 
general APSCUF faculty members to vote. If 
the contract is passed by the general faculty, 
the contract will go into effect starting where 
the last contract left off, the 2011-2012 aca- 
demic year.

Mansfield honors Civil Rights 
activist with multi-media show

The Black Student Union (BSU) hosted the 
Philadelphia-based Key Arts Productions and 
their traveling production in honor of Black 
History Month. 

"They've been here a number of times in 
the past. This is a way to come together and 
celebrate diversity and Black History Month," 
Steve Plesac said. 

The program that was presented was 
called "The Rosa Parks Story. A Woman of 
Courage" and it chronicled and detailed the 
life of a woman who helped spark the Civil 
Rights movement. 

The program consisted of archival video 
footage, historical facts and commentary, and 
music. The production team consisted of Jo- 
seph Patterson, the president, producer, and 
musical director of Key Arts Production, and 
singers Lori Mitchellgay and Jeremy Isaac. 

Patterson talked about Parks' life and her 
impact on the Civil Rights movement and 
played piano while Mitchellgay and Isaac led 
the audience in singing among others, "Je- 
sus Loves Me", "We Shall Overcome", and 



'Blowin In the Wind" 
"We enjoy the music part of it. We do it be- 
cause it's fun. We feel like the message is very 
important," Mitchellgay said. 

The Key Arts Production started in 1 997 
with a tribute to Dr. Martin Luther King 
called "King's Dream" and progressed over 
the years to include programs such as "Soul 
Sounds", "Spirit of a Woman", and "Go 
Down Moses". 

"It's a great way to teach young people 
about historical events through music and ar- 
chival footage. It's better than a textbook," 
Patterson said. 

Patterson said that it takes a while to 
collect and assemble all the data needed for 
a program. For this program, he went to Col- 
lege Park, Maryland for footage and photos. 
The music used in the program were "great 
songs from the 60s." 

As an added bonus, the program occured 
on the one hundredth anniversary of Park 
birth. 

"We wanted to honor Rosa Parks' work 
and her contribution to American history," 
Patterson said.

Shut up with the Sandusky "stuff" already!

It was a story that rocked the state, 
the nation, and the world. For one 
historic educational institution, it 
tarnished a decades-old reputation 
and severely changed a college 
culture, perhaps forever. It caused 
a prestigious football program to 
fall from grace, and sent a revered 
coach to his grave. Pennsylvania 
television stations labeled it "The 
Trial of the Century," but whether 
that statement holds true or not, 
only time will tell. 

The Jerry Sandusky Scandal 
and trial has been one of the most 
horrific, controversial, and televised 
topics since the story broke in 
November, 201 1. Millions of 
people watched as one man went 
from a revered coach and father 
figure, to a twisted and unhinged 
villian. But few can say they 
directly helped cage the monster 
under these victims' beds. 

Here is my part in that story: 
This past fall, I was the lucky 
student selected to be Mansfield 
University's representative for The 
Harrisburg Internship Semester 
(T.H.I.S.). I was placed at the 
Pennsylvania Office of Attorney 
General (OAG) as an intern in 
the Press Office. It was truly a 
priviledge to work for these people 
and my experiences there will be 
ones I take with me for the rest of 
my life.... However, I'm not here to 
talk about that. 

As an intern in the OAG, I got 
the rare opportunity to not only 
stand in the same room with some 
of those individuals whose diligent 
efforts brought Jerry Sandusky to 
justice, but also got the chance 
to talk to them. By the way, if 
you're looking for secrets about the 
internal workings of the Attorney 
General's office, sorry, you're 
looking in the wrong place. I'm still 
under oath, despite having left their 
employ, so forget it! 

Well, since you're not going 
to hear anything juicy, what the 
heck is the point of this editorial? 
The point of my editorial is simply 



this: Multiple young men have 
had their lives forever changed by 
this disgusting individual. A small, 
dedicated team worked tirelessly 
to ensure that these same victims 
received justice and piece of mind 
and that the source of their agony 
and grief was given his due. So 
what if it took 33 months for an 
arrest? Yes, he was out on the street, 
but I haven't heard the media 
report on any other victims coming 
forward in that timeframe, have 
you? Sandusky was found guilty, 
issued a "life" sentence and these 
young men can finally breathe 
easier. So stop with the conspiracy 
theories, stop speculating on how 
things could have been handled 
differently, stop bullying Penn 
State, and stop crying for the new 
Attorney General Kane to use 
taxpayer dollars to investigate a 
successful investigation! 

While I think most would 
agree that Jerry Sandusky is truly 
deranged, I want to take a moment 
and tell you some of what I saw 
on the day of the sentencing. I 
was in the courtroom that day. I 
saw the agony on those victims' 
faces, the relief after they finished 
speaking, and the tears that flowed 
freely from victim, family and even 
some of the public. I watched as, 
right beside me, a mother fell to 
her knees to comfort her crying 
son, and saw the shaking hand of 
the victim in front of me holding 
his prepared speech and bracing 
himself for this final hurdle. The 
raw emotion in that room is 
something that no one present in 
the court room that day, myself 
included, will ever forget. 

Seeing all of that changed my 
perception of the investigation 
in every way. We will never really 
know how much Joe Paterno knew 
about the situation. He is gone, 
and it is an insult to him and his 
memory to speculate or point 
fingers when he no longer has the 
ability to defend his actions or tell 
his side of the story, so you can 
stop pointing fingers at him, too. 

My real beef isn't with those 
wishing to tear down Joe Paterno's 



legacy, the NCAA, or even those 
rare individuals who still support 
Jerry Sandusky, though I don't 
know why they would since 
anyone who heard him talk with 
Bob Costas or via radio interview 
can clearly tell that the man is a 
complete ignoramous. No, my 
problem lies with those individuals 
who support and cry out for an 
investigation of the Sandusky 
investigation. 

To me, it is simply ridiculous. 
Shouldn't the old adage, "Why 
change a good thing?" apply here 
too? To me, it just doesn't make 
sense to investigate just because 
some people feel Governor Tom 
Corbett stalled the investigation 
simply because he felt it might have 
hurt his run for Governor. And 
here's why: 

First, I met him. I spent 
probably 45 minutes in the same 
room with him, and while 45 
minutes may not seem like much, 
it was enough for me to see that 
he really isn't the monster some 
people make him out to be. He's 
had to make some tough choices. 
Some that weren't at all popular, 
but I firmly believe that Governor 
Corbett cares about people and 
would never have stalled the 
investigation just to further his 
carreer. This may not seem like a 
very strong argument to some, but 
never fear, I do have one more. 

Second, let's examine the life 
of Jerry Sandusky, pre-scandal. 
For 31 seasons he worked under 
Joe Paterno, arguably one of the 
greatest football coaches of all 
time. In 1999, Sports Illustrated 
annointed him "Dean of 
Linebacker U." Sandusky was a 
pillar of the community, a bleeding 
heart, and in 1 977 created a non- 
profit organization with his own 
money to help underpriviledged 
kids, calling it, The Second Mile. 
To some, Jerry Sandusky was a 
saint. 

Now, let's examine Arron 
Fisher, otherwise known as Victim 
1, and the first to come forward. 
Fisher was a Second Mile child, 
who came from a troubled home, 



and at the time he brought his 
allegations forward, just reaching 
puberty. How many times have you 
told someone something and they 
didn't believe you simply because 
"you're just a kid?" I've experienced 
this, and Arron Fisher certainly did. 
To me, that adult mentality meant 
Arron Fisher was facing almost 
insurmountable odds when he 
came forward with his story. 

Given this brief examination 
of both Jerry Sandusky and 
Arron Fisher, it would seem that 
Arron Fisher was doomed. He 
was a lone individual making 
unfounded accusations against a 
football legend and compassionate 
community leader. Furthermore, 
take into consideration how 
difficult it must have been for 
Arron to approach the adults at his 
school. I'm not surprised it took 
this long. People complain about 
how long the investigation took, 
or how many officers handled 
the investigation. The fact of the 
matter is that the investigation 
wasn't going to happen overnight. 
Taking down someone with a 
reputation like Sandusky's took 
a multitude of evidence. Officers 
had to hunt for evidence that was 
years old, they had to sort through 
hundreds of individuals who had 
been helped by the Second Mile 
program and conduct interviews. 
It was a lengthy process to bring 
Sandusky to justice, and the Office 
of Attorney General knew that it 
was going to take more than one 
scared pubescent child to convict 
Jerry Sandusky. It's common sense 
when you stop and think about it. 

Unfortunately, most voters 
didn't think about it. They 
elected Kathleen Kane simply 
because she vowed to conduct 
an investigation into the already 
unpopular Governor Corbett and 
his handling of the Jerry Sandusky 
Scandal. I can only hope that when 
Attorney General Kane comes up 
with feathers and not the goose 
on her wild goose chase, she has 
a good excuse for the citizens of 
Pennsylvania about how their 
taxpayer dollars were spent. 
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The Harrisburg Internship Semester: One student's first glimpse into politics and the real world

Forget MTV's "Real World" series. Apply 
for The Harrisburg Internship Semester 
(T.H.I.S.) instead. You'll gain real world 
knowledge of a professional working 
environment while earning credits for college 
and living on your own. 

This past semester, I had the awesome 
opportunity to take part in this program 
and I had a blast. Here's how the internship 
process works: 

Any major can apply if they have a 3.0 
grade point average or better. You submit a 
resume, writing sample, multiple letters of 
recommendation and a cover letter outlining 
your interests and which participating 
organizations you would like the opportunity 
to work for. Then you wait. I submitted mine 
in the beginning of February for the fall 
semester 2012, and got my acceptance letter 
in March. 

After you've been accepted as the 
Mansfield representative, you travel to 
Harrisburg for your interview day. I 
interviewed at the Democratic Research 
office, Representative Peter Daley's office, 
and the Pennsylvania Office of Attorney 
General. The concept of an interview 
scared the crap out of me, but unlike when 
you're interviewing for a "real job," you are 
guaranteed an internship somewhere in 
Harrisburg, so you don't have to worry. It is a 
good idea however, to work with the Career 
Center staff available to you at Mansfield to 
brush up your resume and learn some of the 
basic concepts for a face-to-face interview if 



you are unfamiliar with the process. You can 
find them in Alumni. 

You rank your interview places in order 
from your favorite to least favorite, and your 
T.H.I.S. advisor tries his or her best to ensure 
you get matched up with your first choice. 
He or she also takes into consideration any 
requests you may have to not be assigned to 
a particular organization. I was lucky enough 
to get matched up at the Pennsylvania Office 
of Attorney General (OAG), my first choice. 

My time at the Office of Attorney 
General was a truly unique experience. From 
the moment I arrived, I didn't feel like "the 
intern," I felt like part of the team. I was not 
required to go get coffee for the boss once, 
the staff members were extremely helpful 
and informative, and I felt that they really 
wanted me to succeed. Within the office, I 
was allowed to sit in on meetings involving 
sensitive issues, read speeches prepared by 
members of the staff for Attorney General 
Kelly and even write press releases of my 
own. I assisted disgruntled consumers via 
telephone and directed them to the correct 
bureau to voice their complaints, spoke 
to members of the press following a lead 
on a story and directed their calls to the 
appropriate press personnel and fielded calls 
from legislative offices regarding constituent 
complaints. 

Outside of the office, I was encouraged 
to explore. My boss or "sponsor" pushed 
me to go out and do things. Although I 
was technically an "employee" of the office, 
she told me never to hesitate if there was 
something going on that I wanted to do. 
This included sitting in on Senate meetings, 



touring the state library, and travelling 
to multiple events with members of the 
office staff. Some of my most memorable 
experiences were the two trips I made with 
one of the executive press assistants, Dennis. 

For years Dennis had worked in the 
television industry as a station manager. His 
knowledge of the ins and outs of television 
news was invaluable to me as a college jour- 
nalist who will be entering the work force 
within a year. Many conversations took place 
from the office to our destination, and I was 
thankful to have someone as knowledgeable 
and interesting as Dennis to talk to on a four 
hour round trip car ride. 

Dennis and I travelled to several 
places where I got to see some of the most 
controversial topics in person. I was in the 
court room for the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court hearing regarding the Pennsylvania 
Voter I.D. law and to hear the sentence 
handed down to former Penn State Coach 
Jerry Sandusky. These experiences made my 
internship, and Dennis must be given a lot of 
credit for that. 

As an intern in the Pennsylvania Of- 
fice of Attorney General, I was exposed to 
a number of high ranking state officials. I 
was introduced to Attorney General Kelly, 
Governor Tom Corbett and several former 
Attorneys General including Jerry Pappert, 
the Chairman of the Pennsylvania Banking 
and Securities Commission. I also had the 
privilege to meet prosecuting attorney for the 
OAG. 

One of the best aspects of the T.H.I.S 
internship was the ability to expand and 
build upon the skills I learned inside the 



classroom. I was able to take risks, experi- 
ment and ask questions, all under the guid- 
ance of my sponsor. I learned to conduct my- 
self in a professional setting, without a real 
risk of being "fired." There is only so much 
one can learn in a classroom or through read- 
ing books. This internship provided practical 
knowledge in a forgiving environment. 

Things weren't always a walk in the park 
however. My first press release was horrific. 
It wasn't so much a press release as a news 
article. Having taken a majority of journal- 
ism courses and just recently adding public 
relations as an area of emphasis, looking back 
now I'm not really surprised. It took a while, 
but after several attempts, I began to feel 
comfortable writing press releases, and they 
gradually improved as I became more adept. 
Another difficulty was all of the legal jargon. 
The terminology the office used was strange 
at first, and I constantly had to look up a 
term or ask someone to clarify something 
they had said. It got easier as the semester 
went on and by the end, I was understanding 
conversations with relative ease. 

I cannot begin to convey all of the 
benefits this internship has given me. I have 
met some amazing people, classmates and 
professionals alike who have all helped me in 
my professional journey. After the T.H.I.S. 
internship, I now have a better understand- 
ing "what I want to do when I graduate," 
and I have discovered more about myself as 
a professional than I ever thought possible. 
This article is a mere scattering of what I did 
and what I learned, but I owe so many my 
gratitude for their help. Now it's your turn to 
explore.

Progressive rock band Coheed and Cambria 
released the second part of their two-part 
album, The Afterman, on Tuesday, Feb. 5.

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Second-half outburst lifts Millersville past Mansfield

Mansfield University basketball lost a tough 
game in Millersville, PA on Saturday 75- 
68, the Mountaineers held a 10-point lead 
at halftime but were outscored 50-33 in the 
second half as their record dropped to 5-14 
on the season. 

Sophomore Joe Bell scored 19 
points, including 13 in the second half to 
lead the Mountaineers offensively Bell also 
had eight rebounds in the loss. Charles Bea- 
coats hit three three-pointers while scoring 
16 points. Beacoats has hit at least three field 
goals from behind the arc in each of the last 
four games. Freshman Kenny Johnson also 
chipped in 12 in the loss. 

Mansfield took a three-point lead 
in the opening two minutes of the game and 
even led by 10 at one point in the first half, 
but Millersville fought back to tie the game 
at 9-9 at the 15:45 mark. The Marauders 
took their first lead of the game on an Xavier 
Mumford tip-in with under 10 minutes to 
play in the half. 

Trailing by five points with just un- 
der nine minutes remaining, Mansfield used 



a 19-4 run which propelled Mansfield to a 35- 
25 halftime lead. The Mansfield defense held 
Millersville to 33% shooting in the first half 
and held a 35-25 lead despite committing 13 
turnovers. 

The second half was a different story 
however, as Millersville fought back to tie the 
game at 38 in the first five minutes and con- 
tinued their run to lead 51-42 with just over 
10 minutes remaining in the game. Johnson 
and Bell led the Mounties on a 9-0 run over 
the next two minutes as Mansfield tied the 
game at 51-51. However, the Marauders out- 
scored Mansfield 24-17 over the final eight 
minutes to pull out the win. 

Millersville (15-6, 11-4 PSAC) 
was led by Anthony Coleman who scored a 
team-high 19 points. Kemar Williams netted 
12 points with Danny Rodrigues adding 11 
points for the Marauders. 

The Mountaineers outrebounded 
Millersville 39-32. Mansfield surrendered 24 
turnovers in the game with 1 6 of those being 
forced. Mansfield was also out-muscled on 
the interior as they surrendered 48 points in 
the paint and only could muster 26 for them- 
selves.

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Mansfield Geography students get a lesson in perverse politics from 
nationally renowned photographer and philanthropist Aaron Huey

"I want this to be uncomfortable for you," 
National Geographic photographer Aaron 
Huey said in the opening of his presentation 
sponsored by the Rockwell Museum of West- 
ern Art in Corning New York. The manner in 
which Huey spoke offered evidence of emo- 
tional baggage and we knew immediately that 
whatever this man was about to present to us 
was coming from a place deep in the human 
soul that is seldom reached. 

Seven students from the Mansfield 
University Geography club, including 
myself attended Aaron Huey's talk that 
night. A trip made possible only because 
of the club's advisor Dr. Russell Dodson, 
who believes that his students should re- 
ceive more than a text book education. 

In 2002, Huey began searching for his 
next photojournalism opportunity. He direct- 
ed his focus on poverty in America, hoping that 
it could be his next selling portfolio. "I simply 
typed into Google, poorest places in America, 
and this was at the top," said Huey. 

The place that Huey read at the top 
of the list was Pine Ridge; prisoner of war 
camp number 334 now termed reservation, 
in the Black Hills of South Dakota. Home 
to more than 3,000 indigenous people of 
the Oglala Sioux nation, the reservation at 
Pine Ridge provided Huey with just what 
he was looking for. But what Huey found 
when he got there would forever change him. 

For the next seven years Huey captured 
the lives of the Oglala through the eye of 
his camera lens, but the stories that unfold- 
ed cpatured more than the moment. They 
encompassed more than four centuries of 
genocide, abuse, neglect, and murder, all to 
remove the indigenous people from this land, 
to give room for whom; we, us, the people 
that now call themselves Americans. We, the 
same people that "hold these truths to be 
self-evident, that all men are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their Creator with 
certain unalienable Rights, that among these 
are Life, Liberty, and the pursuit of Happi- 
ness." The beginning lines of our Declara- 
tion of Independence gave a promise to the 
world: a promise that we, "the people," have 
in many cases failed to uphold or commit to. 

Thoughts of injustice raced through 
our heads. What group of people would 
do something so inhumane? The answer 
repeated itself with a pounding echo in- 
side all of us in that room. Who could 
do this? We did! Who is doing this? I am! 
We sat quiet as Huey proceeded with an- 
other picture, this time an image that he 
did not capture with his lens. It was a map 
of the United States. The map showed the 



land rightfully owned by the Lakota Sioux 
when they signed the Fort Laramie treaties 
with our government in 1868. We saw on 
the screen a highlighted area of land rough- 
ly the size of Texas, residing in the states of 
North and South Dakota, Montana, Wyo- 
ming, and Nebraska. With Huey's next click 
the map remained but the large mustard 
yellow territory was reduced to a miniscule 
speck in the Black Hills of South Dakota. 
This speck was the last remaining acreages of 
land still home to the Lakota; above it was la- 
beled "Pine Ridge Reservation." 

Huey held back tears as he told of the op- 
pression that was faced by all indigenous peo- 
ple of this land. He told of the numerous bat- 
tles between our military and the Natives, and 
how all hope and dignity was taken from the 
Lakota at the Wounded Knee Massacre, when 
the U.S. 7th cavalry opened fire on a Lakota 
camp. "The U.S. government was tired of trea- 
ties. They were tired of sacred hills. They were 
tired of ghost dances. And they were tired of 
all the inconveniences of the Sioux. So they 
brought out their cannons. You want to be an 
Indian now?' they said, finger on the trigger," 
Huey said. Four of the guns used by the 7th 
cavalry were of the new Hotchkiss type, capa- 
ble of firing 43 rounds of exploding shells per 
minute. These guns were not designed to just 
kill the enemy, but to maim them, to destroy 
them, to make them sorry. Sorry for what; for 
existing? At the end of that December day, 
over 300 Native Americans including women 
and children lay in their own blood across the 
Wounded Knee camp. Those that were not 
killed instantly by the barrage of gun and can- 
non fire futilely arranged pieces of their flesh 
back together, spending their final hours cry- 
ing in the red marbled snow next to their par- 
ents, brothers, and sisters, and all who loving- 
ly called them family, slowly freezing to death. 

Twenty five cavalry soldiers also joined 
the mutilated carnage of the Lakota, speck- 
ling the bloodstained snow with their contort- 
ed blue uniforms, having been fired upon by 
their own company during the attack. Many 
of the soldiers who fired upon Wounded Knee 
received the Congressional Medal of Honor, 
an award given to only those soldiers who go 
above and beyond the call of duty, but there 
was no honor displayed by the soldiers that day. 

The atrocities such as Wounded Knee were 
not the focus of Huey's work or talk. They were 
simply the gruesome and perverse stories of 
bloodshed needed to be told, explaining how 
the Lakota had been reduced to Pine Ridge. 

Huey's intended photojournalism work 
was to photograph a people struggling in a 
country of invaders never being able to find 
room in their hearts to live among them, invad- 
ers that perhaps wished they didn't live at all. 

Huey proceeded to display his work across 



the screen. Our emotions tumbled as we wit- 
nessed in my opinion the greatest compilation 
of photographic genius I have ever seen. The 
best way to describe his seven years of work is 
one of grotesque beauty. "I do not hold all the 
answers," stressed Huey. "I am not an expert 
on the history of the Native American culture, 
nor am I an expert of the Pine Ridge Reser- 
vation. I am purely a journalist, retelling the 
stories that they told me, and trying to explain 
what I saw. This place has opened my eyes. 
At the beginning of all of this I had been so 
concerned with getting that perfect portfolio 
piece. Now I'm concerned with getting their 
story heard. The only reason I am standing 
here speaking to you is because no one asked 
them to be here. They do not have a voice of 
their own... no... actually... they do have a 
voice, but no one wants to hear it. They have a 
deafening voice, and now I am amplifying it." 

There is no place for these people to work. 
We complain of our failing economy, but there 
they have none. They have one of the highest 
school dropout rates in the country. Teachers 
are either too few or unqualified. Alcohol and 
drugs are flourishing more than their gardens 
because they do not get near enough rain. 
Torn mattresses, weathered buildings, hard- 
ened faces, all of which appeared in his im- 
ages. Almost everything is worn out, rusted, 
and broken, except for one thing, their spirit. 

Huey found a people that were overflow- 
ing with unconditional love. "They called me 
brother and uncle," Huey stammered amid 
streaming tears. "But I will not forget the 
other name they gave me," cried Huey. "They 
called me "Wasichu" meaning "the one who 
takes the best meat for himself." They made 
it clear that he was different from them. 

We indeed have taken the best of ev- 
erything, and we have made a name for it. 
There is still a heated dispute between the 
Lakota Sioux and the United States govern- 
ment. Admitting in 1981, that we cheated 
the Native Americans of their treaties, our 
government offered the Lakota Sioux $10.6 
million to compensate them for the loss of 
millions of acres, and lives. It was the clos- 
est thing our government could have done 
to a slap in the face. The Native Americans 
did not want the money and chanted back 
with their new battle cry "the Black Hills are 
not for sale," the slogan now used by Huey 
and his ongoing campaign to spread the sto- 
ry of Pine Ridge and all Indigenous people. 

He ended his talk with these words. 
"The last chapter in any successful geno- 
cide, is the one in which the oppressor, can 
remove their hands and say, 'My God, what 
are these people doing to themselves? They're 
killing each other! They're killing themselves!' 
While we watch them die. This is how we 
came to own these United States. This is the 



legacy of Manifest Destiny. Prisoners are still 
born into prisoner of war camps, long af- 
ter the guards are gone. These are the bones 
left, after the best meat has been taken." 

When someone in the audience shame- 
fully asked, "What is there for us to do?" Huey 
replied, "They don't need any more torn and 
shredded hand-me-down clothes to cast upon 
the piles they already have! They don't need 
any more money, to buy school supplies for 
schools that don't have teachers! They don't 
need any more "feel good" bus trips of tour- 
ists to build houses and churches! What they 
need is a nation that knows they exist. What 
they need, and what they want, is your voice." 

After the event, several of the geography 
students spoke about the experience. 
"I found the work presented by Mr. Huey 
to be inspirational," Anthony Mancuso said. 
"The discussion of the state of Native affairs 
has been sidestepped for a shameful amount 
of time. Mr. Huey presented a rallying call 
to action, and his work on the Pine Ridge 
Reservation provides an ample foundation 
for the renaissance of a beautiful culture." 

For junior Shannon Rebinski, "What hit 
me most about Aaron's talk, was how assimi- 
lated the Lakota had become. You could still 
see their culture, but it was ruined by our own. 
Surrounding them was a plethora of crappy 
corporate logos like Pepsi, Tapout clothing, 
and other superficial items that had no associ- 
ation to them whatsoever other than they had 
been donated to them for free. It took away 
from their culture, and it's something that 
should be noticed but isn't. I wish I could have 
learned more, but there was only so much that 
Aaron could have covered," Rebinski said. 

"It certainly opened my eyes, and made 
me realize how many other places are prob- 
ably in the same condition as Pine Ridge," 
Rebinski said. "Nobody realizes how much 
justice these people are worthy of. These are 
the people that first belonged to this coun- 
try. We need to realize that this is some- 
thing serious and shouldn't be put off. 
Our people need understand how impor- 
tant it is to keep a culture alive and well."

It started for the "lulz." 

Back in the wee years of the early 2000's, 
something bizarre was happening on the 
internet: A subculture of people was forming. 

You can bet that every one of your memes 
and rage comics came from this ragtag group: 
funny pictures of cats, YouTube sensations, 
and bizarre new internet idioms all came from 
websites like 4chan.org. Users of this website 
(and many others) have the privilege of posting 
with no identification, and, by default, your 
user name is set to "Anonymous". 

If you haven't heard of Anonymous as it 
stands currently, it's kind of hard to explain. 
Primarily, they are an amorphous group 
of hackers, freedom fighters, and political 
activists. 



You don't join a club or sign your name to 
any leader to become a member, because there 
are no leaders. You simply act. Underground 
chat rooms and forums are the main channels 
of communication for these strong-minded 
people, who seem to be primarily a male 
demographic, and between the ages of 18- 
34, according to information gathered by 
chacha.com. Since there is no real authority 
in Anonymous, ideas are generated freely and 
are latched onto by popularity or truth. It is, 
in all likelihood, our popular culture's truest 
form of a hive mind. 

4chan was, and continues to be, an image 
board, plain and simple: basically just a place 
to share and talk about images, whatever they 
may be. This unmoderated spring of open 
dialogue, over time, lead to some very real 
and unfiltered access to information. The 
free exchange of information has always been 
Anonymous's goal: the group is often credited 
to being one of the biggest supporters of 
WikiLeaks, remaining staunchly committed 
to their ideals of access to unmoderated 
information, whatever that information may 
be. 

To date, Anonymous has brought swift 
justice upon pedophiles, animal abusers, 
corrupt politicians and cyber bullies. One 
may ask then, if Anonymous is doing so much 
good, why does the group remain anonymous? 

Reliable news sources are hesitant to cover 
stories about the collective, and there is an 
undercurrent of fear associated with this skilled 
mass of hackers. Anonymous has proven time 
and time again that they have some very clever 



individuals on their side, effortlessly breaking 
into government databases across the world as 
soon as corruption is found. 

There is also the fact that for all of their 
good intentions, a young man between 18- 
34 is going to get bored, and people from 
the internet have a sometimes twisted sense 
of humor. Many things are still done "for the 
lulz," that is, with no political agenda and 
simply because it's funny. 

Just this Monday, February 18, followers 
of the official Twitter of fast food giant Burger 
King found they were receiving some very odd 
Tweets. The hackers had changed the account's 



icon to the McDonald's logo, and was 
generally throwing an internet party, making 
random nonsensical Tweets and obscure jokes. 
YourAnonNews, a sort of spokesperson for 
all things Anonymous, Tweeted slyly, "We're 
guessing the @BurgerKing social media team 
is having a bad day..." 

Despite their sometimes childish antics, 
Anonymous has proven that they are a force 
to respect, not to fear. Whether it's "for the 
lulz" or exposing corruption and censorship 
in its many forms, know that the elite hacker 
group always has a reason, and it never forgets.

This week's topic: A look at America's 'smoking' gun control debate

The issue of gun control headlined 
newspapers and news stations for weeks 
following the tragic Sandy Hook shooting. 

Conservatives across the nation are in 
fear of their guns being taken from them and 
of the government intruding on their Second 
Amendment rights. 

Hailing from a conservative-Republican 
dense area of Pennsylvania, my Facebook 
feed is typically flooded with pictures and 
memes of political opinions that I personally 
don't agree with. 

Obviously, I do not have a problem with 
this. Our First Amendment gave us freedom 
of speech and I encourage people to use it. 

However, seeing the numerable "I'd like 
to see them try to take my guns," type of 
posts is evidence enough that I'm a minority 
here. 

I don't care that these people have the 
opinion, but what I can't understand is why 
these guns are so important to them.

The issue we are looking at is the fully 
automatic assault rifles.

on assault weapons, the Citadel would 
conveniently be home to an assault rifle 
factory. 

The idea is farfetched, and although the 
concept will likely not come into fruition, 
many people have already pledged the $208 
application fee for citizenship, and over 20 
acres of land have been purchased for the 
future home of the Citadel.

I understand the need for a hunting 
rifle. Many families literally live off of 
hunting. 

I understand the desire for a handgun to 
protect yourself and your family. 

Hell, I even understand that people 
believe we need guns to protect ourselves in 
case the "government takes over." 

What I don't understand, however, is 
how when twenty innocent children and 
six adults are slaughtered that we can't even 
begin to come to some semblance of an 
agreement on gun control. 

They're right, there is no guarantee that 
stricter gun control would help, but isn't it 
even worth a try?

30th Kids Night Out at Decker Gymnasium

By anyone's reckoning 30 years is an import 
milestone. 

But in the realm of community relations 
and athletic fund raising, 30 years of success 
with one promotion is almost unheard of. 

The Mansfield University baseball team 
celebrated its 30th year of hosting its popular 
Kids Night Out promotion this past Saturday 
evening when more than 100 area youngsters 
joined the Mountaineers baseball team for 
three hours of fun. 

The idea actually came from a newsletter 
circulated to coaches by Juggs Sports which 
makes the Juggs gun along with products for 
baseball, Softball, soccer, tennis, cricket and 
field hockey. The newsletter listed a number 
of fund raising ideas sent in by coaches from 
across the country and Kid's Nigh Out was 
one of them. 

Then head baseball coach Roger Maisner de- 
cided to give the concept a try and Hillson, who 
was in his first year as an assistant coach, helped 
organize the activities and spread the word. 

That first KNO was held in February and 
was one of two the baseball program hosted 
that year. It was successful enough to be con- 
tinued through the next two years and when 
Hillson took over the reins of the program af- 
ter the 1986 season it really began to grow. 

By the early 1990s the baseball team held 
as many as 14 KNO's during the year with 
as many as 250 youngsters of all ages being 
dropped off at Decker by parents grateful for 
a night out by themselves. 

The offerings grew, too. Hillson convert- 
ed one of Decker's classrooms into a disco and 
another into a movie theater. But the most 
popular activity has always been the swim- 
ming pool. It was the most popular in 1983 
and still is today.'T don't want to give away 
my age but I have vivid memories of going to 
KNO to swim when I was a kid," said long- 
time assistant athletic trainer Brian Oakes. 
"Now my kids are ready for KNO. What kid 
wouldn't want to use a swimming pool in 



February?"Although the team has cut down 
the amount of KNO's to four this year, the 
impact the program has on area kids remains 
the same. It's become sort of a rite of passage 
for kids from Blossburg to Tioga and beyond 
with many of them dropped off at the Decker 
door by parents whose parents did the same to 
them years before. 

The concept of college baseball players 
fund raising by babysitting has also been popu- 
lar with national media. A feature story of the 
Mountaineer's KNO appeared in the NCAA 
News and in 1995 Sports Illustrated ran another 
feature story on the unique fund raiser when the 
Mountaineers were ranked No. 1 in the nation 
in the NCAA Division II Preseason Poll. 

John Walters, a feature writer for Sports 
Illustrated, spent three days with the team 
on a road-trip during the season before at- 
tending a KNO session in Decker Gymna- 
sium. Through it all the principle of success 
has remained the same. "The first thing and 
most important thing is to make it fun for the 
kids," says Hillson. "You keep it fun and the 
kids keep coming back and that's a real testa- 
ment to our guys. They remember what it's 
like to be a kid and really go out of their way 
to make sure it's a positive experience." 

It's become a rite of passage for the hun- 
dreds of players who have worked KNO over 
the past 30 years also. Giving up a Saturday 
night, especially after practicing during the 
day and hosting clinics on Sundays, is tough 
for the players but it also bonds them together 
like few activities can. 

"I know 30 years from now I'll still re- 
member KNO," said sophomore infielder 
Anthony Renz. "In fact, I don't think there's a 
player in the last 30 years who will ever forget 
it. Trust me, in the annals of baseball there is 
nothing else like it." 

That sounds like the same sentiment that's creat- 
ed a bond between Mansfield baseball and thousands 
of happy kids and grateful parents since 1983. There's 
just nothing else like it. 



Mansfield University's women's soccer 
team teaches local children soccer skills

The Mansfield University Women's Soccer 
team hosts clinics for children in the region, 
during the month of February. 

The Women's Soccer team has hosted 
clinics for children ranging from ages 5 to 
twelve throughout the month of February 
with the last clinic occurring this coming Sat- 
urday. 

For an hour and a half, the University's 
soccer players teach children important skills, 
like dribbling, passing and some flashy moves. 
Coach Tim Dempsey has little involvement in 
the actual choice of exercises for the clinics; 
the team creates their own practice plans for 
the children, which involve basic skills taught 
and practiced in fun and energetic games. 

The coaches encourage the children to 
foster a love for the game by giving them fun 
ways to practice their skills at home. Coaches 
challenge the developing players to practice a 
skill to show off at their next meeting. At the 
beginning of each session, the children beg to 
show what they have been practicing on their 
own. 

"We do the clinics to raise money for our 



soccer program and to hopefully have an im- 
pact on the growth and quality of soccer in the 
general Mansfield area," said Coach Dempsey. 
The majority of the participants come from 
Mansfield, Wellsboro and Troy, but some 
come from as far as Canton or Towanda. 

Dempsey says the money raised from 
the clinics helps to fund additional scholar- 
ships for his players and to help improve the 
program, funding things like equipment, 
clothing and travel. He also sees an intan- 
gible benefit from the clinics. The members 
of the soccer team gain a new perspective of 
the game, says Dempsey. Players also have a 
chance to become more comfortable speaking 
in front of others. 

The clinics not only benefit the children who 
are learning new skills, but the Women's soc- 
cer team gains from the experience of teach- 
ing the game they love. Junior Tauren Boess 
says she benefits from the clinics because she 
gets to "watch the children learn the game of 
soccer and interact with each other." She also 
values the experience working with young 
players provides for her future in teaching el- 
ementary education. 

The team also runs similar clinics in the fall 
and spring.

Mansfield couldn't make up a 10-point 
halftime deficit in dropping an 89-77 decision 
to Cheyney in a PSAC East game Saturday 
afternoon. 

Cheyney held a 30-20 lead with just 
under five minutes to play in the first half 
when the Mountaineers hit back-to-back 
3-pointers by Charles Becoats and Tremaine 
Bowman. Bell followed with a jumper to cut 
the advantage to 32-28 two minutes later. 

But Cheyney would close out the half 
with a pair of 3-pointers of its own, including 
one by Rashaad Slappy as time expired to take 
a 42-32 lead into halftime. 

Mansfield played the Wolves tough for 
much of the second half, pulling to 57-50 on 
a layup by Bell with just over 12 minutes in 
the game, but Cheyney pulled away with an 
11-0 run to put the game out of reach. 

The Wolves shot 55% for the game 
including hitting 62% of their shots in 
the second half. Mansfield did hold a 
commanding 36-27 rebounding advantage 
but turned the ball over 22 times. 

Bell went 8-15 from the floor and a 
perfect 10-10 from the free throw line while 
also pulling down seven rebounds. Kevonte 
McClain also had a strong performance. The

Shining the light on Mansfield University since 1926

Dr. Terrence Roberts, a member of 
the Little Rock Nine, gave a lecture 
and engaged in dialogue with over 
forty members of the Mansfield 
community on Tuesday, February 26. 

The Little Rock Nine 
was the first group of African 
American students to be 
constitutionally permitted to 
enroll in a previously all-white 
school in Little Rock, Arkansas. 

Dr. Roberts spoke at North 
Manser for the better part of the 
evening on a variety of topics, 
beginning with a brief overview of his 
own life and his time at Little Rock 
Central High School. Roberts segued 
quickly into a candid discussion with 
students and community members 
about discrimination, nonviolence, 
and tolerance. 

Dr. Roberts opened up 
the evening by remarking upon 
something that piqued his interest 
during his stay at Mansfield - a bit 
of local history trivia. While flipping 
through a 1957 Mansfield Junior/ 
Senior High School yearbook at 
Night and Day Cafe, he discovered 
Manzo Hill, an African American 
student, among the rows of photos 
of white students. 

During the same year that the 
Nine were making revolutionary 
progress in civil rights at Little 
Rock, Mansfield High School had 
just one African American student 
of their own. 

Dr. Roberts explained why 
he had volunteered to be one of 
the first black students to attend an all-white 
school after the conclusion of Brown v. the 
Board of Education. 

As a teenager, he committed the 
"grievous" crime of sitting down on a stool in 
a white-owned, white-only restaurant. 

"The silence was palpable," Dr. Roberts

said regarding the social atmosphere at the time. 

Roberts explained that this was the moment 
he decided on a life of protest and activism. 

Dr. Roberts continued with 
the history of the desegregation of 
schools. He reminded the audience that 
discrimination is deeply ingrained in 
our society. 



"What happens if you practice 
discrimination for 335 years?" Dr. Roberts 
said. "You become good at it. You become so 
good at it that it becomes bone marrow level." 

Dr. Roberts regaled the crowd with an 
overview of his experience at Little Rock. 
Even with members of the Army escorting 
him, Dr. Roberts was on the receiving end of 
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abuse from his classmates. 

"Some kid would. ..hit me 
with a bat... and then run," he 
said. His Army chaperone did not 
leave his side for fear of further 
and harsher harassment. 

Dr. Roberts recounted more 
of his experiences at Little Rock, 
explaining that although the Little 
Rock Nine were harassed daily, they 
had taken a leaf out of Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr's book, entering in 
a mutual vow of nonviolence. 

The only member to break 
this vow was Minnijean Brown, 
who dumped her lunch tray on an 
offending student. 

During the question-and- 
answer segment, one student asked 
Dr. Roberts on his opinion of the 
"N" word. Dr. Roberts refused the 
question until the word in question 
was clarified. 

Recent graduate Charles 
Worle wanted to know if Dr. 
Roberts ever found it difficult to 
feel pride in his country after the 
way it treats the oppressed. 

"We the people inhabit the 
universe," Dr. Roberts said. "Why 
would we divide it up? If we 
get over this notion of pledging 
allegiance to geography, we would 
be much better off. There could not 
be a more ridiculous myth [than 
to do things as separate nations.] 
This enterprise is not comprised of 
independent individuals." 

A lesson Dr. Roberts gave 
to the audience was "simply [to] 
educate ourselves." 

He stressed the importance 
of individuals taking control over 
their learning, and encouraged everyone to 
free themselves from ignorance. 

"The biggest thing we own is a storehouse 
of ignorance," he said. "Everything that ever 
happens in time and space is simply, and 
merely, antecedent to everything else that ever 
will happen."

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Tarantino successf uly combines humor and solemnity in his racy new film

The film Django Unchained is a pre-Civil War 
tale of a former slave and a bounty hunter 
coming together to execute contracts and 
restore freedom. 

The film's main character, played very 
intimately by Jamie Foxx, is a slave named 
Django who is freed by a German bounty 
hunter named Dr. King Shultz, played by 
Christoph Waltz.

Chbosky's coming-of-age story provides "fascinating look into the world of adolescence"

Stephen Chbosky's coming-of-age epistolary 
novel, "The Perks of Being a Wallflower," is an 
astonishing read. I recently had the pleasure 
of diving into the world of melodrama and 
degenerate behavior of adolescence. 

The book was published in 1999 but 
has just recently been adapted into a movie 
featuring Logan Lerman and Emma Watson. 

Chbosky wrote a screen adaptation and 
directed the film. With over one million 
copies sold, "The Perks of Being a Wallflower" 
has become widely acclaimed throughout 
different parts of the world. 

The story takes place in a suburb of 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania in the early 1990s. 
Charlie, a freshman in high school, tells 
his story through multiple letters to an 
anonymous "friend." 

Charlie is shy, introspective, and quite 
intelligent, yet he is socially awkward. With 
the recent passing of the only friend he had, 
Charlie enters high school with no one to turn 
to. That is, until he meets the two people that 
change his life forever. 

As Charlie befriends brother and sister 
duo Sam and Patrick, he is brought into the 
unchartered territory of first dates, mixed 
tapes, family drama, and new friends. He 



attempts to navigate through his new world 
of sex, drugs, and parties. 

At the beginning of the novel, Charlie 
is a wallflower; he watches life but does not 
participate in it. Near the end he begins to 
come out of his shell and is on the path to 
self-discovery. 

Chbosky makes allusions to several 
famous literary works within the novel 
through Charlie and another character, Bill. 

Bill, the english teacher, sees great 
potential in Charlie and assigns him numerous 
books to read with essays to go along with 
them. Amongst these books are Harper Lee's 
"To Kill a Mockingbird, " E Scott Fitzgerald's 
"The Great Gatsby, " and J.D. Sander's "The 
Catcher in the Rye. " 

Other pop culture references are made 
in regards to television and music. Charlie 
frequently writes about the times his family 
would watch M.A.S.H. together as well as 
Saturday Night Live. "The Rocky Horror 
Picture Show" is also a central area of interest 
in the novel, as the main characters perform 
in the show every Friday. The characters also 
repeatedly make mix tapes for each other that 
include songs by popular bands such as The 
Beatles, The Smiths, and Nirvana. 

"The Perks of Being a Wallflower" is a great 
and pretty easy read. I recommend this book 
for mature young adults, but advise younger 



readers to take caution due to the drug usage, 
language, and profanity. 

Although it may seem like your typical 
coming-of-age novel, "The Perks of Being a 
Wallflower" gives the reader a fascinating look 



into the world of adolescence through an 
anything but ordinary teenager.

Chuck Harper drops 21 points in his se- 
nior game on Saturday afternoon against 
Millersville. 

A 6'3" senior guard hailing from Phila- 
delphia dropped a season-high 21 points on 
Saturday, as well as grabbing eleven rebounds. 

Harper, a Business Major is in his third 
season as a Mountaineer, and he has not dis- 
appointed the fans.

Harper hit the first one, giving Mansfield 
a 62-59 lead. Harper missed the second one, 
in which Millersville player Nate Bollinger 
grabbed the rebound. 

As the final buzzer rang, he threw up a 
shot from three fourths of the court away, 
draining the basket, sending the game into 
overtime. 

In overtime, Mansfield's freshman Brady 
Burke came up big, tipping in a shot around 
the three minute mark to tie the game at 65. 

Three Kenny Johnson free throws later, 
Mansfield is up 68-65 with 1:17 to go in OT. 

Burke gets the ball deep in the corner 
and nails a huge three point shot to give the 
Mounties a 71-65 lead. 

Millersville cut the lead to three in the 
last minute, but free throw shooting kept 
Mansfield in the lead, giving them the win 
82-75. 

With the big win in Overtime, the 
Mounties clinch a PSAC playoff Berth.

International education blending - Dr. Madigan's 
new Sociology of China class leads the way for MU

Dr. Tim Madigan, Associate Professor of 
social work, anthropology, and sociology 
at Mansfield University, began teaching 
Sociology of China (SOC 3350) this semester. 

"This course is based on my collection of 
knowledge I've gained over the years packed 
into one semester," Dr. Madigan said. 

Dr. Madigan created this course because 
he felt it was important to offer students a 
chance to learn about "the most important 
emerging power in the world" and "America's 
most important bilateral relationship." 

Jaymes Dunlap, a senior dual-majoring 
in history and sociology/ anthropology, took 
the class because "it's the only class offered 
by Mansfield University that focuses on 
China in-depth." Dunlap has recognized the 
growing presence of China in the world's 
economy, and wants to "understand [China] 
as it changes the world." 

This semester is the first time this class is 
being offered, and is so unique that a textbook 
isn't available. 

"There isn't even a textbook available for 
the class because no one has written one," Dr. 
Madigan said. "I think this shows how cutting 
edge we can be here at Mansfield University." 

Students use designated handouts from 
the professor in place of a required textbook. 

"It's a good thing to not have a required 
text, because it's typically a financial burden 
[on students]," philosophy major Travis 
Hume said. "You can be given the material in 
easy, digestive chunks." 

This class is another step toward achieving 
"international educational blending," 
according to Dr. Ryan. 

Mansfield University is able incorporate 
"international educational blending" by 
introducing this class taught by Dr. Madigan, 
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I was welcomed to the class with a quick Chinese language lesson: "Ni hao" is a typical Chinese greeting. 



who is recognized as a visiting scholar in 
China, into the educational program. 

"International participation in Dr. 
Madigan's classes have included not only 
Chinese students, but Chinese professors who 
have discussed via satellite," Dr. Ryan said. 

Two students from China, Mengli Xu 
and Yuheng Jin, are enrolled in this class. 

"Dr. Madigan knows some things that 
even I don't know," Xu, freshman, said. 

"I learned a lot of new information about 
other parts [of China] ," Jin, senior, said. "I'm 
from the mainland, so I learned about other 
cultures." 

This class, which is offered as an upper 
division sociology class with no prerequisites, 
is intended to "get a feel for student interest as 
a 'test run.'" 

Faculty on campus have the opportunity 
to introduce new topics to teach, which can 
be based on their own passions or interests, 
according to Dr. Madigan. 

"My [goal] for this class is to have a 



minor in Asian studies available to students," 
Dr. Madigan said. "This might give students 
the opportunity to travel abroad." 

With this chance to travel abroad, Dr. 
Madigan believes other students would be 
able to benefit from this as well. 

According to Dr. Madigan, fisheries 
majors could benefit from the fisheries in 
Taiwan. Business majors could benefit from 
an international business perspective. Social 
sciences majors could benefit from delving 
into a new culture. 

"It's important for Americans to 
become familiar with our biggest economic 
competitor," Dr. Madigan said. 

Dr. Madigan started studying Chinese in 
1988 in grad school. His desire to explore a 
communist culture first tempted him to learn 
Russia and travel there. 

"Blended education is being tried 
in various settings," Dr. Ryan said, "but 
few, if any, can point to this international, 
multidisciplinary interactive analysis 



involving educators in China, Russia, Canada, 
and the U.S." 
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Dr. Madigan during his lecture on Chinese 
religions, which dealt with ancient beliefs, 
Confucianism, Taoism, and Buddhism.

Six states, all of which voted Democratic 
in the 2012 election, are pushing for the 
electoral votes to be awarded based on 
congressional districts, rather than the 
winner-take- all system that is in place. 

Based on these six states, let's do some 
math: 

Florida has 29 electoral votes, which would 
be divided Obama - 12 and Romney - 17. 

Ohio has 18 electoral votes, which would 
be divided Obama - 6 and Romney 12. 

Wisconsin has 10 electoral votes, which 
would be divided Obama - 5 and Romney - 5. 

Michigan has 16 electoral votes, which 
would be divided Obama - 7 and Romney 9. 

Pennsylvania has 20 electoral votes, 
which would be divided Obama - 12 and 
Romney - 8. 

Virginia has 13 electoral votes, which 
would be divided Obama 4 and Romney 9. 

With the winner-take- all system, the 
candidate with the popular vote in these 
states would normally be awarded all of the 
electoral votes. 

In the 2012 election, President Obama 
received 106 electoral votes from these six 
states. 



However, under the proposed system in 
these six states, Republicans believe to have 
found a way to get more electoral votes even by 
not getting the majority of the popular vote. 

As Al Sharpton, of MSNBCs Politics 
Nation, said, "Trying to win elections when 
you win fewer votes - that's just wrong." 

If the proposed system would have been 
used in the 2012 election, Obama would 
have won only 46 of the 106 votes, leaving 
Romney to have "won" 60 electoral votes - all 
without winning the popular vote in any of 
these states. 

The Virginian bill's sponsor, Senator 
Charles W. Carrico, stated that "the change is 
necessary because Virginia's urbanized areas 
can outvote rural regions, weakening their 
political strength." 

Carrico believes this to be completely 

fair. 

So, what this means is: "Winning land is 
more important than winning people when it 
comes to presidential elections. Empty land 
space will outvote human beings," Sharpton 
said. 

How is this even remotely fair? How 
do Republicans sleep at night, knowing 
full-well that this idea is asinine, and full-on 
gerrymandering?

Mansfield had an impressive win in the 
opening round of the PSAC tournament 
101-68 over Bloomsburg. After sliding in 
to the playoffs, Mansfield played the best 
game of their season. After an hour delay 
due to a shattered backboard, Mansfield 
got out to an early lead on Bloomsburg 
20-9 and never looked back. 

Charles Becoats hit three of his six 
three pointers in the first half to pace 
Mansfield's office. Mansfield held a 53- 
35 lead at halftime and used a 15-3 run 
over the first four minutes of the second 
half to take an insurmountable 68-38 lead 
on a jumper by Joe Bell. 

Mansfield controlled the glass on 
Bloomsburg 36-22 as they were on their 
way to a 101-68 win. Becoats netted 21 
points with Joe Bell scoring 14 points and 
Chuck Harper and Onyema Utti adding 
13 each. Tremaine Bowman came off the 
bench to score a season-high 11 points. 



With Mansfield's momentum running 
high, they went in to the PSAC quarter 
final with something to prove, unfortu- 
nately this is where the ride stopped for 
Mansfield as they would lose 101-74. 

Mansfield led for the first 10 minutes, 
but the Mountaineers went ice-cold from the 
floor for the rest of the game in falling 102- 
74 at No. 19 East Stroudsburg in a PSAC 
quarterfinal game Tuesday night. 

Mansfield started out the game strong 
taking a 9-2 lead a little three minutes into 
the game on a jumper by Joe Bell and were 
up 1 1-5 on a dunk by Bell a minute later. 

The Mountaineers held a 22-21 advan- 
tage midway through the first half before 
East Stroudsburg used a 22-0 run to take a 
43-22 lead with a little more than three min- 
utes remaining before halftime. Mansfield 
could never recover and went ice-cold from 
the floor over that span missing 12 straight 
shots while East Stroudsburg connected on 
80% of its attempts from the floor during 
the run. 

Mansfield, which made just 2-of-18 



shots from the floor of the final 1 minutes 
of the first half, trailed 54-33 at halftime, 
with East Stroudsburg shooting 62.5% from 
the floor and connecting on l6-of-18 free 
throws. 

Senior Chuck Harper ended his colle- 
giate career with 992 points after committing 
his fifth foul with just under six minutes to 
play. 

Kevonte McClain and Joe Bell each 
scored 1 6 points to lead Mansfield with Bell 
just missing a double-double with a game- 
high nine rebounds. Harper added 1 1 points. 

Whis Grant scored 1 9 of his game- 
high 21 points in the first half to lead East 
Stroudsburg. Duane Johnson added 1 5 
points withTerrance King scoring 14. 

Mansfield, which had a four-game 
winning-streak snapped with the loss, falls to 
10-18 for the season while East Stroudsburg, 
which advances to the PSAC Final Four, 
improves to 22-5. 
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Sophomore Joe Bell, along with Junior 
Kevonte McClain, scored a game-highj 16 
points Tuesday night.

In celebration of Women's History Month, 
Jennifer Pozner, respected media critic, 
journalist, and author presented on the 
effects of reality television at Straughn Hall 
Auditorium this Tuesday, March 25. Pozner 
made it clear from the very beginning, "My 
goal is not for you to stop watching reality 
TV." Instead, she encouraged that we have a 
more open mind when watching such shows. 

Have you ever heard that reality TV 
is just showing society what it really wants 



to see? Sure, many of us have heard this; 
however, Pozner challenges this myth saying 
that, frankly, reality TV is cheaper to make 
than sitcom or a two hour long cinema. It is 
pointed out that not only is reality TV made 
from a cheap budget, it's merit is questionably 
just as cheap. 

If this is old news to you, maybe you will 
be just as shocked as I was to learn just how 
"real" reality TV is... or fake! Perhaps what 
best made this clear was learning that on one 
reality TV dating show, the young man was 
told by producers what girl he should choose 
at the end of the season. To make matters even 



more shocking, after that last episode, the two 
never saw one another ever again. 

Did you know that a reality TV show is 
being recorded at all times, but only 1% makes 
its way onto our television sets? Editing is a big 
part of the business and a lot of times the media 
might portray characters a certain way based on 
the specific footage that will used.

The media portrays women as not only 
stupid but also very unhappy if she has not 
met her husband-to-be. Should women 
have lower standards and get married before 
becoming financnially secure?

her presentation, she told me that are real 
women are willing to pay over $100,000 to 
have several Prince Charmings dance around 
at their wedding as well as to conduct their 
marriage ceremony in a particular kind of 
Cinderella dress. 

Yet another brutal stereotype placed on 
women by means of reality TV is that women 
are conniving and catty. Yes, some shows even 
go as far as adding that screeching cat noise 
durring a girl-fight to place emphasize on the 
"catty." We've all heard and seen these things 
happening before us, but we have probably 
never stopped to think about the messages we 
were indirectly being told. 

Pozner thinks, too, that there is a good 
amount of deliberate misrepresentation for 
which reality TV should be held responsible. 
It has been proved that shows that portray a 
woman in a vulnerable state 
have better ratings. Sometimes, these scenes are 
known as "monkey-making shots." For example, 
this could be a woman that is left at the alter on 
her wedding day, a female member gets punched 
in the face by another cast member, or a woman 
cleans up feces in order to win a date with the 
man of her dreams. 

The assumption is made by Pozner that 
if someone were to base his or her judgement 
of the United States on its reality TV 
programming, one may never have guessed 
that the civil rights movement, as well as 
women's rights movement, ever took place. 
Why is that? There is a lack of progressed 
showed in reality TV for both women and 
African Americans. This seems to be also true 
for the gay and lesbian community. 

That being said, Pozner touched on 
marriage equality. She reminds her audience 
that if one reality TV star had already filed 
for divorce by the second time that her 
"fairytale" (yes, the word fairytale was really 
in the show's title)wedding had premiered 
on TV, why can't two people that are really 
committed to one another and want to raise 
children be allowed to reap the benefits of

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Female inventors given credit 
for creations in North Manser

Ethlie Ann Vare, a writer and journalist, spoke 
about female inventors in North Manser 
Tuesday. 

In the seminar, titled Mothers of Inven- 
tion, Vare discussed mainly female inventors 
and their inventions. She began by telling the 
story of how she got interested in the subject 
of female inventors. In the late 1990s, Vare 
was working as an editor for a rock music 
magazine when there came a story that said 
The Monkees were going to reunite. 

However, one member, Michael Nesmith, 
wasn't coming back because he was rich. His 
mother was the inventor of liquid paper, better 
known today as White-Out. This piqued Vare's 
interest. She wondered how many other inven- 
tions were made by women. 

The main portion of the seminar was 
comprised of Vare going through various in- 
ventions that were made by women and the 
stories behind them. One of the most interest- 
ing stories was that of the cotton gin. History 
says that the cotton gin was invented by Eli 
Whitney, but this is not true. It was original- 
ly designed by Catherine Littlefield Greene. 
Whitney was the one who built it and got 
credit. 

Other inventions covered included wind- 
shield wipers, Barbie dolls, the divided high- 



way, rocket fuel, the chocolate chip cookie, 
and the Mars Rover. 

In addition to listing off successful inven- 
tions, Vare also included some that were not 
as successful. These included such blunders 
as sunshades for horses, the expandable jock 
strap, and the centrifugal force birther. 

Vare concluded her presentation by dis- 
cussing the most prominent female inven- 
tors. She talked about Gertrude Belle Elion, 
the first woman inducted into the Inventor's 
Hall of Fame; Lise Meitner, who worked on 
nuclear fission, had an element named after 
her, and ironically died of radiation poison- 
ing; and Dr. Rosalyn Yalow, who won a Nobel 
Prize in 1 977 for development of the radioim- 
munoassay (RIA) technique. 

Vare briefly commented on men at one 
point. "I love guys. I love guys. I can't tell you 
how many I've been married to," she said, 
much to the amusement of the room. 

Vare is a writer and journalist who has 
written several books, some on the subject of 
female inventors. She has also been a contrib- 
utor for the New York Times and The Wall 
Street Journal as well as a reviewer for the 
Hollywood Reporter and Daily Variety. She 
has also written for television, including epi- 
sodes for CSI and Renegade and several TV 
movies. She is currently developing a pilot 
episode for her own TV series. 



Retired Air Traffic Controller 
to share 9/11 experiences at 
Mansfield University 



Retired air traffic controller Mai Fuller will 
present "My 9/11 Journey: Tragedy, Grief 
and Hope-United Flight 93" on Thursday, 
April 4, 7:30 p.m. in Mansfield University's 
Straughn Hall. The presentation is free and 
open to the public. 

Fuller was an air traffic control 
watch supervisor at Pittsburgh International 
Airport and participated in the shutdown of 
the nation's airspace after the terrorist attacks 
on September 11, 2001. 
After the Pentagon was hit by a plane, Fuller 
ordered the evacuation of the control tower 
and radar room when the hijacked plane 
United Flight 93 was headed directly for the 
airport. Upon returning to the radar room 
the plane was no longer on the radar scope. It 
had crashed in Shanksville, PA about 68 miles 
from Pittsburgh after passengers aboard the 
plane heroically tried to regain control of the 
plane from the terrorists. 
Fuller visited the crash site and it changed 



his life. He now travels the country to keep 
alive the memory of the heroes aboard Unit- 
ed Flight. He also raises funds to benefit the 
Flight 93 National Memorial. 
Fuller's entire speaker honorarium is donated 
to the memorial fund. While this event is free 
and is open to the public, cash and check do- 
nations will be accepted to benefit the Flight 
93 National Memorial. Checks should be 
payable to Flight 93 National Memorial. 
On Tuesday, April 2 at 7:30 p.m., the film 
United 93 will be shown in Straughn Hall.

The 2006 release, directed by Paul Greengrass, 
is based on known events and 37 phone calls 
made from United Flight 93 during its hijack- 
ing.

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How to get the most out of a college education

It's week six of the fall 2012 semester at 
Mansfield. I'm sitting in Uncle Phil's college 
algebra class, a general education course I 
only took for an "easy A." The material on the 
white board is all too familiar - / learned this 
in middle school, I think to myself. 

It dawns on me that taking this class was 
a waste of my time. I'm not gaining anything. 
I'm not learning. I'm not furthering my 
education. 

I am, however, paying the university a 
large sum of money to not learn, and that's 
not okay. 

College is an opportunity to learn skills 
that will aide one in his or her career. Many 
of the programs at Mansfield University are 
designed to prepare students for their future 
careers. 

The electives portion of the program, 
however, is part of the education experience 
that may go underutilized. 

Students should not look at their 
general education electives (nine credits for 
students on the old program evaluation) or 
free electives (the remainder of 120 credits 
after the required 42-44 credits worth of 
general education and major related courses 
are taken out for students on the old program 



evaluation) requirement as a burden, but as 
an opportunity to learn relevant information 
that may not be given in a particular major. 

For general education electives under the 
old program, any course under Humanities, 
Language & Literature, Natural Science, 
Mathematics, and Social Sciences may be 
used. 

For the free electives under the new 
program, any class may be taken that the 
student meets the requirements for. 

"I suggest that students not just choose 
the courses that they feel will be the easiest 
to get through," Ryan Stanley of enrollment 
services said. "Students should consider 
courses that will complement their major, as 
well as courses outside of the major that may 
help them with their future careers." 

Take the journalism major as an example. 

A journalism student who is fluent in 
algebra may not benefit from taking college 
algebra. Those are three credits that are going 
to be wasted. 

Instead, a class such as Introduction to 
Fiction Writing may be beneficial in teaching 
the student another writing technique. 

Furthermore, journalism is a mass 
communication major. Communication 
majors have a lot of leeway, 24 credits worth 
of classes, when it comes to related electives. 
However, communication students should be 



aware that they are not limited only to other 
communication classes for related electives. 

Communication courses such as audio 
production and video production would 
count as a related elective for a journalism 
student. However, these are classes designed 
for electronic media majors, and may not be 
beneficial, even though they fill the slot. 

A class such as digital photography, for 
example, could fill the related elective slot. 
This class would be complementary to the 
major because journalists are often required to 
take photographs to accompany their articles. 

An internship is another possibility to 
fill requirements on a program evaluation. 
According to Dr. Young, chairperson of the 
communication department, an internship is 
a useful way to get preprofessional experience. 

"You can learn a ton of information 
in your classes, but an internship will allow 
you to put it into action in an professional 
environment," Dr. Young said. 

An internship gives a student a "safety 
net" to practice and learn their skills in 
a professional environment while not 
completely being on his or her own, according 
to Dr. Young. Internships are also a way to 
build upon a network of contacts. 

In order to see if you qualify for an 
internship, meet with the head of your 
department or advisor as soon as possible.

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Film and Society offers entertaining insight to the evolution of the film industry

Fifty to one hundred people hesitate at 
the entrance, scouring the room for the best 
place to sit. Eventually, the lights are dimmed 
and the room's idle chatter is gone. The 
projector is turned on and everyone watches 
the screen at the front of the room intently. 
This is not a movie theatre; this is professor 
Lohrey's Film and Society class every Monday 
night from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m. 

Lohrey's Film and Society class (COM 
3272) may resemble a typical movie theatre, 
but students do much more than just watch 
the films. The course syllabus explains that 
"students will learn about film language and 
its proper usage, a film's impact on our society, 
economy and politics and how all of this 
relates to the history of film." Through the use 
of slideshows and open lecture, students are 
required to have a basic understanding of film 
terms, while also gaining an understanding of 
the history of film. 

"I took the class because I love films," 
senior electronic media major Nate MacNabb 
said. "I wanted to broaden my knowledge [of 
films] and learn the history of how films came 
to be." 

The range of films offers students an 
opportunity to see films that they wouldn't 
normally get to watch. Students are required 
to watch everything from the first silent 
films, to international films, to contemporary 
documentaries and everything in between. 



"I probably would have never seen some 
of the classic well known films, like 'Modern 
Times' with Charlie Chaplin (a 1936 silent 
comedy film) or 'A Trip to the Moon' (a 1902 
silent French film)," senior journalism major 
Ashley Wray said. 

Lohrey has taught the class for years, but this 
is the first time that the class has been offered in 
a classroom. "I normally teach the class online," 
Lohrey said. "The dynamics 
of the class are much different 
in the classroom than they are 
online." 

The in-class setting 
adds an additional dynamic, 
as students will often offer 
critiques and comments 
about the movies during 
class. Even though the class 
runs for three hours, there is 
still not enough time to field 
all of the student's comments, 
so Lohrey requires students to 
keep journals of the movies 
they watch. 

"A lot of students want 
to talk about the films," 
Lohrey said. "That's why we 
keep journals. I wish I had 
another three hours just to 
talk about the films." 

For some students, 
the journals help gain a 
better understanding of the 
movies they watch. "It helps 



understand the movie more than just the plot," 
junior business major Jonathan Russell said. 

The inspiration for the class came to 
Lohrey during his undergraduate studies, 
where he took a class that showed many of 
the same films he shows in his class today. 
Even for Lohrey some of the older films were 
difficult to watch when he took the class. "I 
didn't want to see these films," he said. 



Even though some of the older films can 
be boring, they help students to understand 
the evolution of film. This course has opened 
my mind," Wray said. "The history and 
technology of how the film industry began is 
so fascinating to learn about." 

Film and Society will continue to be 
taught at Mansfield, and Lohrey will teach an 
online version of the class during the summer.

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Art professor presents research findings in Alumni Hall

Michelle Schlegel, an associate professor of 
art at Mansfield University, presented her lat- 
est research project last Thursday at noon in 
Alumni Hall. 

Schlegel's latest research project that she 
presented was called: Digging the Rabbit Hole 
to China- Cultural Comparisons through the 
Photographic Looking Glass. 

This current research project was inspired 
by Schlegel's experience she had when she 
taught at the Shandong University of Art and 
Design in Ji'nan,China in June of 2008. She 
accepted an invitation to teach a two week 
workshop about branding and identity. She 
had 82 non-English speaking students and 
had help from two translators. 

Schlegel discussed and displayed some of 
the art work the students had made that was 
inspired from the 2008 Sichuan earthquake. 
68,000 people died in the earthquake and the 
country was in a state of grieving. At Shan- 
dong University, the Chinese artists and stu- 
dents were putting up art pieces in memory of 
the victims. 

Another part of Schlegel's research that 
she presented was the photos she had taken 
while walking around the city in China. 
Schlegel said the photography was "powerful 
and displayed universal communication and 
the sorrow the country was expressing." 

Schlegel said she looked through her 
photos when she got home and saw the "same- 
ness, difference, and I saw the old and new 
together." One example she displayed was a 
picture of bicycles with car advertisements in 
the back. 

This inspired her to think of labels in 
our society that display "Made in the U.S. A" 
or "Made in China". It inspired her to have 
the idea that "we give these things meaning." 
She discussed how she doesn't agree with the 
thoughts and views about China that United 
States citizens tend to have. 
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Michelle Sclegel has been at Mansfield University since 2008. 

Schlegel's current research is based on 
all of her experiences in China, her photo- 
graphs, and the idea the inspired about how 
we feel and think about the labels "Made in 
the U.S. A" versus "Made in China". 

She didn't know she was going to be in 
the midst of research from the trip and said, 



"Deciphering research doesn't always happen 
right away." 

Schlegel is going to present an exhibit in 
July using her research. She gave her students 
post-it notes and asked them to write thoughts 
and words they associate with China which 
she might incorporate into her exhibit. She 



said she was thinking about making it "look 
at the United States from an outsider's view." 
Schlegel said she doesn't know what she'll find 
or where her research will go, because she is 
right in the midst of it. 

Schlegel's research project was the first of 
four different presentations highlighting the 
current research faculties are doing in differ- 
ent fields. 

Next semester there will be six or seven 
other departments featuring a professor from 
that particular field or department presenting 
their research during the fall semester. Each 
department will rotate throughout the follow- 
ing semesters to speak to the students about 
their research. 

Dr. David Stinebeck, Interim Associ- 
ate Provost and Dean of Arts & Sciences, 
wants all departments to get a chance to speak 
throughout the following semesters. 

Stinebeck is aiming to get Mansfield 
University students to come particularly. He 
wants to give students an opportunity to see 
the options they have as majors or fields to 
look into. 

"These research presentations are for you 
to understand how people in the field think," 
Stinebeck said. He is also hoping this will 
inspire undergraduate students to want to do 
more research in their own particular field. 

The next three presentations this semester 
are on: April 4 presented by Christina Hale and 
Jessica Trump from the Department of Aca- 
demic Initiatives, April 18 presented by James 
Guignard from the Department of English, 
and May 2 presented by Alysa Lucas from the 
Department of Communication. Students are 
encouraged and welcome to come.

New registration policy for 
student athletes is coming 
this fall

Mansfield University officials have changed 
the registration policy to provide preferential 
registration to athletes. 

Athletes will now have an opportunity to 
register earlier than other students for classes 
taken during the semester in which their sea- 
son occurs. This policy goes into effect this 
registration period for the Fall 2013 semester. 
There are no financial costs associated with 
the change. 

Roger Maisner, Athletic Director, and 
Dr. Robert Maris, the faculty athletic repre- 
sentative, proposed the policy change that will 
allow athletes to register the week before the 
rest of the student body. The change is driven 
by multiple conflicts that have occurred be- 
tween classes and athletic obligations. Athletes 
will have the opportunity to schedule classes 
around their practice and game schedules. 

"The impact on non-athletes should be 
relatively modest since the number of athletes 
is not large," Dr. Peter Keller, Mansfield Uni- 
versity's Provost, said. Non-athletes should 



still be able to register for the classes they need 
at times that fit their schedules. 

Mansfield University is the last of the 
PASSHE schools to implement this policy. 
The other schools have offered this option 
without problems, according to Dr. Keller. In- 
terim President, Dr. Allen Golden, made the 
final decision to adjust the registration policy 
after discussions with his cabinet and a review 
of the proposed policy. 

Many students on campus were not 
aware of the policy change. 

"As long as [non- athletes] are able to regis- 
ter for the classes they need, I don't think it will 
be a big deal," sophomore Patty Spisak said. 

"As 'student athletes', school should al- 
ways come first. With priority registration, 
we can balance our class schedules so we have 
maximum study time outside of practice 
and game time," Kaitlin Gross, a sophomore 
women's soccer player said. 

The first teams to benefit from this 
change will be Field Hockey, Women's Soccer, 
Sprint Football and Cross Country.

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Ajaaz Zainul emigrated to the United States in 1985 and earned an MS degree in optics.

He was a high school math teacher 
for six years at Central High School and the 
caretaker and muadhin (the caller to prayer) 
of an important mosque in the district of Rui- 
mveldt. He says this volunteer job that lasted 
for one year was the most rewarding and self- 
satisfying of all the jobs he has performed. 

After emigrating to the U.S. in 1985, Zai- 
nul pursued studies in fiber optics, photonics 
and optics and eventually graduated from the 
University of Rochester in 1994 with an MS 
degree in optics. He worked for more than 10 
years at Corning Inc. as an optical engineer. 

During the performances of The Armed 



Man, Zainul will lead an opening chant en- 
titled, Ya Salaam, which means, "Oh you, the 
source of peace," and the traditional Muslim 
chant, Adhaan, which is a call to prayer. Zai- 
nul frequently sings at ecumenical events. 

"I may say that because Guyana had no 
television and internet at the time I was liv- 
ing there, I was immune to a large degree to 
the horrors of war and suffering that affected 
many parts of the world," Zainul said. "Later, 
when I became aware that the world is not 
what it was made out to be, a determination 
arose within me not to become involved with 
technologies that would be used for destruc- 
tive purposes.

Fuller was an air traffic control watch 
supervisor at Pittsburgh International Air- 
port and participated in the shutdown of the 
nation's airspace after the terrorist attacks on 
September 11, 2001. 

After the Pentagon was hit by a plane, Fuller 
ordered the evacuation of the control tower 
and radar room when the hijacked plane 
United Flight 93 was headed directly for the 
airport. Upon returning to the radar room 
the plane was no longer on the radar scope. It 
had crashed in Shanksville, PA about 68 miles 
from Pittsburgh after passengers aboard the 
plane heroically tried to regain control of the 
plane from the terrorists. 
Fuller visited the crash site and it changed 



his life. He now travels the country to keep 
alive the memory of the heroes aboard Unit- 
ed Flight. He also raises funds to benefit the 
Flight 93 National Memorial. 
Fuller's entire speaker honorarium is donated 
to the memorial fund. While this event is free 
and is open to the public, cash and check do- 
nations will be accepted to benefit the Flight 
93 National Memorial. Checks should be 
payable to Flight 93 National Memorial.

Justin Timberlake has been flying under the 
solo music radar for the last seven years fo- 
cusing instead on his acting career, which has 
paid off with several box-office hits including 
the romantic comedy Friends with Benefits, 
and his real life romance and marriage to 
Jessica Biel. 

However just this year he released his 
new album the 20/20 Experience. The new 
album came out on March 19th, and it was 
clear from the beginning of the album that 
whatever Timberlake was doing during his 
music hiatus, it must have been inspiring 
because this album is by far, hands down, his 
greatest work so far.

Mansfield University male and fe- 
male winter athletes of the year 
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Lopes and Bell were awarded for indoor track and field, and basketball, respectively 



Joe Bell, an All-PSAC East forward on the 
men's basketball team, and Olivia Lopes, an 
All-PSAC sprinter on the women's indoor 
track team, have been named the Mansfield 
University Winter Male and Female Winter 
Athletes of the Year. 

The announcement was made as the 
highlight of the Winter Athletic Banquet. 

Bell is a repeat selection as Male Winter 
Athlete of the Year after capturing the honor 
of being named the PSAC East Freshman of 
the Year last season. The sophomore forward 
was one of the most dominant players in 
the PSAC this season, ranking sixth in the 
conference in both scoring (17.4 ppg) and 
rebounding (7.9 rpg). 

Bell also ranked among the conference 
leaders in shooting percentage and blocked 
shots while dishing out an impressive 53 as- 
sists on the year. 

Bell, who scored in double-figures in 26 
of 28 games this season, had one of the most 
impressive games in school history when 
he scored 34 points and pulled down 22 
rebounds in a win over Clarion. The 22 re- 
bounds were the most by a player in a game 
in NCAA Division II this season. 

An All-PSAC East preseason selection, 
Bell was named to the PSAC East 1st Team 
this season and was named the PSAC East 
Player of the Week three times during the 
course of the year while also earning ECAC 
Player of the Week honors. 

Bell played his best basketball down the 



stretch, helping Mansfield win five of its last 
seven games to clinch a PSAC playoff berth 
as the fourth seed in the East. He averaged 
18.0 points and shot 51% from the floor 
over that span. 

Lopes had the best indoor season of any 
sprinter in school history. The sophomore 
speedster surpassed even her impressive 
freshman performance during the 2012-13 
indoor season in becoming the fastest female 
in school history. 

During the course of the 2012-13 
season, Lopes set school records in the 60, 
200, 300 and 400 meter dashes with times 
of 7.75, 25.27, 41.72 and 58.76 respectively 
while twice being selected the PSAC Female 
Runner of the Week. 

In addition to her numerous first-place 
finishes during the course of the season, 
Lopes also surpassed the NCAA Division II 
provisionally qualifying time three times in 
the 60 meters and twice in the 200 meters. 

She scored 14 of Mansfield's 20 team 
points at the PSAC Indoor Championship, 
earning All-PSAC honors by finishing second 
in the 200-meters and third in the 60-meters. 

Both Winter Athletes of the Year selec- 
tions will have a large photo displayed in the 
lobby of Decker Gymnasium. 

In addition to the Winter Athletes of the 
Year selections, the head coaches of the five 
winter sports announced their Most Im- 
proved and Most Valuable Player recipients. 



Pratt ties career HR record in 
sweep over Clarion 

Mansfield won the opener 7-2 behind 
senior Caitlin Klobosits who picked up her 
seventh win in nine decisions on season. Klo- 
bosits scattered five hits and struck out 10 
in recording her sixth complete game of the 
year. The Mountaineers pounded out 17-hits 
in a 9-2 win in the nightcap with Kate Pratt 
throwing a complete game win and hitting 
a solo home run in the fifth to tie the school 
record. 

In the opener, Mansfield would score all 
the runs it would need getting five runs in 
the first inning. After Bauder's leadoff home 
run, freshman Ashley Inman doubled in two 
runs with senior Danielle Long doubling in 
another run. 

After Clarion scored a run in the top 
of the second, the Mountaineers added two 
more runs in the bottom of the fourth, with 
Inman driving in another run with a single. 

Klobosits continued her mastery on 
the mound this season, striking out the first 
four batters she faced before giving up a solo 
home run to Nicole Lindner. The senior 
lefty issued just two walks with one of the 
two runs she gave up on the day coming off 
an error. For the season, Klobosits has now 
struck out 80 batters in 61.1 innings worked. 

Simmeth went 3-3 in the opener while 
Inman was 2-3 with a double and three RBI's 
to lead the offense. 

In the nightcap, the Mountaineers 
staked Pratt to a 2-0 lead when Bauder led 
off the bottom of the first with a single and 
scored two batters later when Pratt doubled. 
Pratt later scored on an RBI single by fresh- 
man Megan Miller. 

Clarion closed the gap to 2- 1 with a 
run in the top of the second, but Mansfield 
responded with six runs on eight hits in the 
bottom half of the inning. Bauder drove in

will also be the first full-size artificial turf 
athletic facility in Tioga County and can be 
utilized as a practice venue for spring sports

The state-of-the-art lighting system will 
allow Mansfield the opportunity to host 
the first outdoor night athletic contest since 



the university hosted the world's first night 
football game on Sept. 28, 1892. 

Mansfield played Wyoming Semi- 
nary on that date with temporary lighting 
provided by what would become General 
Electric Corporation. The game was held as 
part of the Great Mansfield Fair.

Dr. Golden also announced that the 
121-year absence of night football will come 
to an end on Sept. 14, 2013 when Mansfield, 
which hosted the world's first night football 
game, will host Princeton University, which 
participated in the first-ever football game in 
1869, starting at 7 p.m. on Karl Van Nor- 
man Field. 

Construction is scheduled to begin fol- 
lowing the university's commencement cer- 
emony in May and be completed in August.

After emigrating to the U.S. in 1985, Zai- 
nul pursued studies in fiber optics, photonics 
and optics and eventually graduated from the 
University of Rochester in 1994 with an MS 
degree in optics.

titled, Ya Salaam, which means, "Oh you, the 
source of peace," and the traditional Muslim 
chant, Adhaan, which is a call to prayer. Zai- 
nul frequently sings at ecumenical events. 

"I may say that because Guyana had no 
television and internet at the time I was liv- 
ing there, I was immune to a large degree to 
the horrors of war and suffering that affected 
many parts of the world," Zainul said. 

"Later, when I became aware that the 
world is not what it was made out to be, a 
determination arose within me not to become 
involved with technologies that would be 
used for destructive purposes.

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Tyler Okonma creates a symbolic new rap 
album detailing his transition to adulthood

Tyler, the Creator's claim to fame has 
been his unique take on rap music. Instead 
of rhyming typical hip-hop topics (women, 
money and drugs), Tyler, 22, has made a name 
for himself as an emcee through his demonic, 
raunchy lyrics and immature, defiant attitude 
toward adulthood. 

There is no doubt that Tyler's projects 
have been unique, but they've all been faced 
with heavy criticism. He's been criticized 
by hip-hop enthusiasts for lacking talent as 
a rapper, and he's been criticized by almost 
everyone for his homophobic and racist lyrical 
content. 

While Tyler hasn't dialed back his slurs 
or profanity in his third album, Wolf, he has 
shown his progression as both an adult and a 
musician. The Odd Future front man is still 
refusing to conform, but he's showing signs of 
growing up - whether he likes it or not. 

Wolf focuses on Tyler's discomfort 
with his fame; his awkward and narcissistic 
relationships with women; and his nonexistent 
relationship with his father. 

The album is loosely based on the theme 
of the fictional "Flog Gnaw" summer camp for 
boys. While it is less evident than on either of 



his previous albums, Bastard and Goblin, Tyler 
is still holding on to his alter ego personalities. 

On the album's title track, Tyler 
introduces two of his alter egos at the summer 
camp, Wolf Hailey and Sam. In typical Tyler 
verbiage, Sam makes it clear to Wolf that he is 
to "stay out of Sam's way." 

Tyler has said before that he is an Eminem 
fan, and the dwindling of his alter egos is eerily 
similar to the dwindling of Eminem's alter ego 
(Slim Shady). After Eminem's controversial 
lyrics gained attention in the rap community, 
he began to focus on his ability as a musician. 

Tyler directly takes a page out of 
Eminem's playbook with his song "Colossus," 
which documents a fictional back-and- 
forth between Tyler and a crazed fan, just as 
Eminem's "Stan" did. Tyler is clearly struggling 
with his adulthood and fame in "Colossus," 
as the storyline of the song indicates that he's 
trying to enjoy a Six Flags theme park when a 
fan begs him for a picture. When Tyler denies 
the fan, he resorts to confessing his love for 
Tyler. Tyler thanks the fan for his support 
with the response, "And I appreciate the fact 
(that you love my music), But I'm not gay so 
it's awkward." 

Wolf has a broken hearted love song, 
which is a new endeavor for Tyler. "IFHY" 
details Tyler's breakup with a girl that he 



loves, and his struggle to accept that she is 
seeing other people. He sings, in classic Tyler 
fashion, "I... hate you, but I love you... 
you're good at being perfect, we're good at 
being troubled." 

Also in typical Tyler fashion, the fictional 
relationship details his genuine love for the 
woman - "I love you so much that my heart 
stops beating," - and also his horror film- 
esque sort-of love for her - "I'll show you the 
meaning of love when I pop out the dark to 
find you." 

Tyler's not shy about revealing his most 
traumatic life experience. It's widely document- 
ed that Tyler never had a relationship with his 
father, and that he is very bitter towards him 
for that. On this album, however, Tyler starts to 
open up about what he expects from his father 
on "Jamba." Tyler opens the track with, "Pop 
ain't called even though he saw me on TV." 

Tyler's not ignoring the lack of his 
father, and is clearly disappointed that 
through the fame Tyler hasn't received any 
bit of recognition from his long lost dad. 
In "Answer," Tyler sings, "Got a show on 
Monday, guess who ain't getting no passes... 
but if I ever had the chance to ask (him) and 
call him... I hope he answer." 

"Answer" also details what is assumedly 
the second most traumatic life event for the 



young rapper, his grandmother's death: "I 
would like to tell my grandma, but she's just 
nostalgia... I'll call her number but she won't 
answer." This isn't the same Tyler from his first 
two albums, clearly. There is not a mocking, 
sarcastic tone on "Answer," it's a genuine song 
about his troubles. 

Another simple, yet defining theme 
on Wolf is Tyler's new home. On "Jamba," 
he says, "Four stories in my home... what's 
an apartment?" Also, on "Rusty," Tyler says 
"Hated homes until I start coppin' me some." 

Tyler, the Creator bought his first home, 
and it's a sign that he is growing up. He now 
has some sort of adult responsibility that he 
is excited about, but I'd guess also nervous 
about. On "Jamba," he raps "take bets on how 
quick it takes Tyler to reach maturity." The 
constant flux of themes in his songs make it 
seem like Tyler is finally realizing he's an adult, 
and is having a hard time finding a balance 
between his fame and his immature nature. 

As with most musicians, their work is 
bound to change as they experience new 
things. Tyler, the Creator's work has definitely 
undergone some big changes since he first 
emerged on the hip-hop scene, and, while the 
vile and repulsive themes are starting to fade, 
the new creative take on contemporary hip- 
hop is refreshing.

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Operation Ambition guest speakers offer 
wisdom on how to pave a path to success

Mansfield University hosted a conference 
titled "Operation Ambition: A pathway to 
the success of underrepresented students" 
on Sunday, April 14. 

Ambition can be defined as desire and 
determination to achieve success. Steps to 
success are not as clear as we think they 
are. "[The conference] opened my eyes to 
a lot of opportunities I knew I had, but 
underestimated the power of," Mansfield 
University student Serena Chapman said. 

Some people define success as the 
amount of money one makes. Others define 
success as how happy you are. Either way, 
one needs steps and key elements to achieve 
the ultimate level of success. 

Mr. Albert Jones, Associate director 
of human relations and assistant for social 
equity at Lock Haven University, was the 
first major speaker. Jones presented five 
steps for success: 

1 . Know who you are. 

2. Build your network. 

3. Work your plan. 

4. Play to win. 

5. Keep looking for the cheese, in 
reference to the book "Who Moved my 
Cheese" by Spencer Johnson. 

He was saying that one should be 
prepared and continue to work hard because 
"the cheese" is not guaranteed to stay. 

Evelyn Davis was a speaker during the 
first of the three sessions in which attendees 
were able to pick which presentation 
to attend. Other speakers for session 
one included alumnus Josh Pollitt, who 
presented "Understanding the four stages of 
success," and Robert Bailey, who presented 
"Descendants of Slaves." 

Davis incorporated her love of baking 
with steps to success. When baking a 
chocolate cake, one must first gather the 
tools needed for the creation that they want 
in the end. Next, one has to add only some 
of the dry ingredients, then wet ingredients, 
then the rest. "Sometimes we want to speed 
up the process, but we must make sure we 
follow the recipe," Davis said. 

Session two choices were Silina 
Garrett, author and program coordinator at 
Drexel University and Wahida Mohammed, 
founder/ CEO of the black hub and executive 
manager of Lavatory INC who spoke about 
critical thinking and autodidacts. 

Garrett also followed the pathway to 



success theme. Her presentation was titled 
"Breaking out of the Box: Defining Success 
from Within." She spoke about the way we 
view success. Sometimes success is getting a 
degree and working as a security guard until 
we find the right job. At times the path to 
success starts rough, but gets better. "There 
is always an opportunity for you, even in 
the toughest of situations," Garrett said. 

Session three included Marvin Carter, 
residence hall director at Bloomsburg 
University and Marcus Williams III. 
Williams is a Mansfield University alumnus 
and the founder of T.E.A.C.H. KIDS, a 
mentoring program designed to help youth 
learn the importance of education and 
life skills in order to compete in the 21st 
century. 

Williams spoke about the importance 
of learning professional skills during high 
school and college that will help us in our 
next step in life, starting a successful career 
especially in the corporate world. Williams 
shared the do's and don'ts of corporate 
America that the education system doesn't 
give us even in college. 

"His words were really inspiring. 
Usually you hear you can be anything, but 
he gave us a method," Mansfield University 
student Dominique Hudson said. 

Headliner Brian Heat is an inspirational 
speaker. He reinforced the steps to success 
theme as well. "Build the individual, then 
the legend," Heat said. "It all starts from 
within." 

Next, one must find a passion, and 
then chase it. One also must find the "white 
spaces." These are places in the industry 
have not been filled yet. In other words, 
find something that no one has done and 
do it. Be creative. "Master the map, but 
explore the wilderness," Heat said. 

The main themes of the conference 
seemed to be obstacles in the way of success 
and steps to success. The speakers of the 
conference showed students how to identify 
these obstacles, then step over them in the 
direction of success. 

Heat mentioned that he did not like 
the term "underrepresented student" in 
the title. "Maybe in numbers, but if you're 
focused, it doesn't matter," Heat said. 

"This conference could have related to 
anyone of any race," Mansfield University 
student Cynthia Dinunzio said. "We could 
all use some motivation, especially once we 
make it to college."

Mansfield answered the Bloomsburg run 
in the bottom of the inning when Courtney 
Bauder laced a lead-off double to right-cen- 
terfield before Pratt went to first on a hit by 
pitch.

Required read 
enlightens Man

I have recently completed the informational 
book "The Omnivore's Dilemma" which is re- 
quired in a class here at Mansfield University. 
It is about the food industry and how it has 
changed. Reading the book, I have noticed 
many of the issues brought to the surface and 
are even bigger than the book made it seem. 
All I want is to simply pass my new knowl- 
edge on to my peers. 

The book mostly focused on how the 
animals were raised, processed and how they 
ended at the grocery stores, fast food giants 
and the farmer's markets. Realizing the way 
the animals were treated in the early 1900's vs. 
now is completely different. It is important to 
know the additives are in the processed food 
that causes medical issues in all humans. 

Although the best way to supply food for 
yourself and your family would be the "Hunter- 
Gatherer" approach, it is also very hard to do in 
the current days. Growing, hunting and finding 
your own food is the only guarantee of know- 
ing what you are eating. In April 2013, horse 
meat was found to be label as beef and sold in 
the Preston and Liverpool area of Europe. 

According to Guardiannews.com, "The 
meat was imported be Hungarian Food Ltd 
in Lancashire, and sold on its market stall in 
Preston and a shop in Liverpool". Although 
the people who ate the horse meat were found 
to be healthy after consuming, the point is; 
they were misguided. 

Michael Pollan stresses his hypotheses 
about childhood obesity on page 105 of his 
book. From 1970s to 2006 the percent- 
age rate of childhood obesity increased from 
5.8% to 17.3%. He believes the main cause of 
this is due to high-fructose corn syrup which 
will trick a human's body into craving sugar

even though the body has already digested 
a similar food. The most common question 
about high-fructose corn syrup is, "is it bad 
for you?" While doing research, I found, 
when high-fructose corn syrup (HFCS) was 
introduced to the food market, obesity did in- 
deed reach an all-time high. HFCS is found in 
many foods but most commonly in ketchup, 
soda, and cereal. 

High-Fructose corn syrup can also be 
found in fast food chains where all the food is 
processed and needed to keep for a long time. 
When at the local grocery stores, keep in mind 
the ingredients for these pesticides are not ei- 
ther chemical or biological they are generally 
ingredients that are manmade and minimally 
tested. Even though they are known to be 
dangerous to human health, American food 
markets still use them. 

Recently, the U.S. government lists 
common chemical, creosols as a "Hazardous 
Waste" and still allows these chemicals to be 
listed as inert ingredients in pesticide prod- 
ucts. The same chemical used for pesticide is 
also found in the weed killer, Roundup. These 
chemicals are known to cause eye and skin ir- 
ritation and be considered deadly if digested. 

Another issue seemed fit is the yellow food 
dye America allows in their processed food such 
as Kraft Macaroni and Cheese. A recent article 
found yellow food dye has a link to causing can- 
cer, asthma and migraines. Yellow 5 and yellow 
6 are used only in the American brand Kraft 
(http://www.dailymail.co.uk) . 

In response to the growing popularity of 
health awareness, two mothers have started a 
website petition: change.org together. They 
have spoken on daily television shows, written 
many articles to magazines and newspapers 
and even made a viral video to explain the dif- 
ference in the UK and America's versions of 
the same processed food production.

Keeping the library tradition alive at Carnegie

Carnegie Library in Mansfield, PA sits at 
71 North Main Street and has been around 
for over 100 years. The library was founded 
in 1901 and has been in its current location 
since 1911. 

The need for a new library was evident 
by 1910 and a request was sent to Andrew 
Carnegie who is quoted as saying, "I do not 
think that the Community which is not 
willing to maintain a library had better possess 
it. It is only the feeling that the library belongs 
to every citizen, richest and poorest alike, that 
gives it a soul, as it were. The library buildings 
that I am giving are the property of all the 
members of the community which maintains 
them." 

Carnegie agreed to help provide a library 
as long as the community could produce 
$500 and a location for the library. After 
citizens raised $1022.78, Carnegie donated 
$5000 towards the construction of the library. 
Groundbreaking began on October 24, 1911. 
(No date can be found of its completion.) 

The library had less than 1,500 books 
on its shelves in 1901; today it boasts 18,000 
volumes. It was only open four days a week 
for the first 60 years. In 1970, the library 
began a trial run of having the library open 
every day of the week. 

The hope for families to visit on Sundays 
faltered and the library opened every day of 
the week except Friday and Sunday. Today, 
that continues to be the case due to a state 
library law that decrees that libraries must 
be open at least one day on the weekends. 
According to Alice Gottschall, a library aid, 
the library can't afford to be open on Fridays, 
so to comply with the law, its Saturday hours 
are 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

In 1999, it was time for the library to get 
a makeover. These renovations included an 
addition of insulation in the attic, sealing the 
hatch to the attic, and installing a new roof 
on the library. The following year, the library 



had its windows professionally washed and 
restored. These are the same windows that 
were installed in 1911. 

The library isn't that big; there are only 
two levels to choose from. The children's 
section is downstairs, complete with toys 
and a play area for small children. For older 
children, there are three computers and a flat 
screen. On the other side of the room is the 
archives section, which holds copies of the 
Wellsboro Gazette. 

The adult section and the main part 
of the library are upstairs. Newspapers and 
magazines can be found here along with four 
computers, a copier and a printer to help with 
research needs. New books, mysteries, fiction, 
large-print, biographies, and non-fiction 
books are on the right-hand side of the room, 
while self-help and do-it-yourself books and 
movies are on the left-hand side along with 
the checkout counter. 

Carnegie Library gets about 100 visitors 
a day with 32,000 people visiting the library 
in the course of a year. There are plenty of 
programs for visitors of all ages to enjoy, such 
as the Preschool Story Hour on Wednesday 
mornings; a six-week summer reading 
program for children aged 0-12; an adult 
reading group; and a Little Sprouts group, 
which introduces children ages 2-10 to the 
world of gardening. 

Paula Wright of Williamsport and her 
son Caleb come to the library about "two 
times a month." 

"It's small. Normally pretty quiet. I 
would recommend it to others," Wright said. 
The Wrights meet at the library for Bible 
Study and "spend the whole day [there]." 

"I'm here at least once a week. It's very 
friendly and well organized," customer 
Kaylynn Smith said. 

The Carnegie Library has been around 
for a long time and it has something to 
offer for everyone. Books, movies, the latest 
magazines, and the ability to help with school 
projects keep the soul of the library alive, just 
like Andrew Carnegie wanted.

Baseball upsets Millersville

Joe Candelmo's complete-game per- 
formance and Seth Tressler's three runs led 
Mansfield past 20th ranked Millersville 9-5 in 
the opener 

Saturday's win moves Mountaineer head 
baseball coach Harry Hillson to 799 career 
wins in his 27 seasons guiding the program. 
With his next victory, Hillson would become 
just the third coach in Pennsylvania state col- 
legiate baseball history to reach the 800 win 
milestone. 

In the opener, Millersville struck first 
when it scored a run in the bottom of the 
second on a sacrifice fly then added another 
in the third on Jeff Heisey's RBI single. 

In the top of the fourth, Mitchell Isenek- 
er drew a walk-off walk before stealing sec- 
ond. Facing two outs with a runner in scoring 
position, Conor Thompson singled to left and 
advanced to second on a fielding error by the 
left fielder while Isenker cut the Mountaineer 
deficit in half by scoring a run on the play. 

Tressler walked and advanced to second 
to put a pair of runners in scoring position. 
Brandon Miller's single to left field brought in 
Thompson and Tressler to put Mansfield on 
top 3-2. 

After a scoreless fifth inning, the 
Mounties added three more runs in the top 
of the 6th to lead 6-2. Jon Taddeo started 
the inning with a walk before Thompson 
singled to put runners at first and second. 
Tressler reached on a throwing error by the 
third baseman that scored Taddeo and moved 
Thompson to third. Back-to-back RBI singles 
by Brandon Miller and Dylan Woodworth 
plated two more runs for Mansfield. 

Mansfield hung three more insurance 
runs on the Mauderes in the seventh. 

Iseneker and Taddeo each drew walks 
before moving over to second and third on 
a Thompson sacrifice bunt. Brandon Miller 
walked to load the bases before Woodworth's 
hit by pitch forced in the first run of the in- 
ning. 

Tressler reached on a fielder's choice as 
Iseneker was thrown out at home to put run- 
ners at the corners with two outs. Brandon 
Miller walked to load the bases before Wood- 
worth's hit by pitch forced in the first run of 
the inning. 

With two outs, Anthony Renz struck out 
swinging, but advanced to first on a passed 
ball by the catcher. A throwing error by the 
catcher on the same play allowed Renz to 
move to second and allowed two more runs to 
score for the Mountaineers. 

Facing a seven-run deficit in the bottom 
of the seventh, Millersville scored three runs, 
but the rally came up short as Mansfield took 
game one. 

Candelmo earned his fourth win of the 
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Senior Dylan Woodworth collected four hits 
and two RBIs on the day to lead Mansfield 
offensively. 



season after allowing 14 hits and four earned 
runs. The complete game effort was the 
senior's fourth of the season. 

Candelmo's walk issued to the second 
batter of the game marked his first base on 
balls issued in the 2013 season. The southpaw 
currently leads the NCAA Division II in 
walks allowed per nine innings with 54.0 
innings of work on the year. It marked his first 
walk issued in 60.0 innings dating back to last 
season. 

Tim Mayza took the loss for Millersville 
after throwing 4.2 innings and scattering five 
hits. 

Woodworth went 3-for-4 in the game 
with a pair of RBIs. Tressler recorded three 
runs while Taddeo and Thompson each 
recorded two runs in the game. 
In the nightcap, Mansfield got on the board 
early when Woodworth scored Tressler on an 
RBI single to center field. Tressler led off the 
inning by reaching on a throwing error by the 
pitcher and advancing to second base. 

Millersville answered with a run of its 
own in the bottom of the inning then added 
three more runs in the second. 

The Mountaineers put a runner in scor- 
ing position on two different occasions, but 
were unable to bring anyone home as the of- 
fense stalled in game two. 

Tad Barton earned the complete-game 
victory for Millersville to improve to 6-2 on 
the season. Barton allowed just four hits and 
no earned runs in 7.0 innings of work. 

Mansfield moves to 17-20 on the season 
while Millersville sits at 28-11 overall and 
currently leads the East division with a record 
of 11-3.

Pratt Named PSAC Central Player 
of the Week for the third time 



Mansfield University standout Kate Pratt 
was selected the Pennsylvania State Athletic 
Conference (PSAC) Central Division Player 
of the Week for the week ending April 2 1 . 

It marks the third time this season the 
junior has received Player of the Week honors. 

Pratt led Mansfield to a 4-0 week and the 
Mountaineers first PSAC playoff berth since 
2009 with an extraordinary performance at 
the plate and on the mound. 

Pratt's clutch hitting was a difference 
maker for the Mountaineers in an undefeated 
week that included road sweeps over IUP and 
Clarion. 

In the opener at IUP, Pratt's 3-run home 
run keyed an improbable rally from a 6-4 
deficit to give Mansfield a 7-6 victory. In the 
nightcap at IUP, Pratt's grand-slam broke 
a 2-2 tie and she also picked up the win by 
pitching four innings of scoreless relief, 
striking out four and walking one. 
It was the first time Mansfield won the season 
series against IUP since the PSAC Central was 
formed in 2009. 

Pratt was even more effective on the 
mound the following day at Clarion throwing 
a complete game 2-hitter while striking 
out four and walking one over six innings. 
The win clinched MU's first PSAC playoff 
appearance since 2009. 

Pratt's bat was big in the nightcap 
helping Mansfield break open a 2-2 tie with 
a three-run double in the fourth inning. Pratt 
batted .313 and drove in 10 of MU's 35 RBI's 
during the week. She went 2-0 on the mound 
with a .70 ERA while striking out eight and 
walking two over 1 innings of work. 

For the season, Pratt ranks second in 
the PSAC in home runs (13), runs batted 
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Kate Pratt is hitting .41 1 this year 

in (40) and slugging percentage (.897). She 
also ranks fourth in the conference in doubles 
(1 1), seventh in runs scored (31) and ninth in 
batting average (.411). 

Pratt also ranks in the top ten in the 
PSAC in numerous categories including 
opposing batting average (8th - .215) and 
earned run average (10th - 1.72).

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Mansfield names Alison Tagliaferri head women's basketball coach 



After serving nine months as the interim 
head women's basketball coach at Mansfield 
University, Alison Tagliaferri has been named 
the permanent head coach. 

The announcement was made at a press 
conference Thursday afternoon. 

Tagliaferri, who was named assistant 
coach on July 14, 2012 was promoted to in- 
terim head coach two weeks later when for- 
mer head coach 

Ruth Hermansen took a position in Stu- 
dent Affairs at Mansfield, is considered one of 
the greatest female student-athletes in Moun- 
taineer history. 

"I believe in this university, I believe in 
the people who represent it and just as much 
— I believe in this program and the players 
who represent it." Tagliaferri said. 

Tagliaferri was an exceptional two-sport 
athlete at Mansfield playing basketball for five 
seasons from 2002-2006 under head coach 
Ruth Hermansen and playing Softball for 
four seasons from 2002-05 under head coach 
Edith Gallagher. 

Tagliaferri, who was named PSAC East 
Player of the Week nine times during her 
career, is the all-time leading scorer in MU 
history with 1,795 points - more than 200 



points better than the next highest scorer. She 
is also the most accurate shooter in school his- 
tory hitting 48.4% of her shots. 

Tagliaferri ranks first in career blocks 
(130) and free throws made (457) and fourth 
in rebounds (852). 

Tagliaferri is the first and only women's 
basketball player in school history to earn 1st 
Team All-East honors during all four seasons 
at Mansfield and was also named to the All- 
PSAC East softball team three times. 

During her senior season in 2006, Taglia- 
ferri was named PSAC East Player of the Year, 
becoming the first MU women's athlete ever 
to earn that honor after leading the Moun- 
taineers to their first-ever PSAC playoff berth. 

She was also named to NCAA Division 
II All-East honors and named an Honorable 
Mention Division II Bulletin AU-American 
that season. 

Following graduation, she played 
professional basketball in Portugal in 2007 
earning a spot on the Portuguese Basketball 
Federation All-Star team. 

Tagliaferri also played for the Harrisburg 
Horizon of the Women's Eastern Basketball 
Alliance in 2008. 

After graduating from Mansfield, Ta- 



gliaferri became the head women's basketball 
coach at Pennsylvania College of Technology 
from 2007 through the end of the 2009-10 
season where she guided the Wildcats to three 
PSUAC Elite Eight playoff appearances. 

Over her three seasons as head coach, Ta- 
gliaferri posted a 43-34 overall mark with a 
35-17 record against PSUAC opponents. 

She earned a Master's Degree in Educa- 
tion from Lock Haven University in 2009 and 
served as the assistant coach at Eastern Uni- 
versity during the 2010-11 season. In 2011- 
12, Tagliaferri was an assistant coach at West 
Chester University. 

In 2011, Tagliaferri was inducted into 
both the Mansfield University Athletic/Alum- 
ni Hall of Fame as well as the West Branch 
Hall of Fame. 

Tagliaferri was equally as successful on the 
softball diamond, helping the Mountaineers 
to a ECAC Softball Championship in 2004. 

Tagliaferri while ranked third in school 
history in career home runs with 17. She also 
ranks third in school history for career RBFs 
(78) and fourth in doubles (23). She ranks 
second in career ERA (2.11) and strikeouts 
(296). 
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Alison Tagliaferri will get her first season at 
the helm as a head coach.

Lapps obtained his AB degree in speech 
from the University of Michigan in 1954, 
his MA degree in speech from Wayne State 
University in 1965, and his PhD in interper- 
sonal communication from Ohio University 
in 1973. 



In 1980, Lapps and his wife Marilyn, a 
long serving secretary at Mansfield, produced 
the first annual Northern Appalachian Story- 
telling Festival at Mansfield University which 
ran for 22 seasons, drawing storytellers and 
visitors from across the U.S. 

In 1998, he recorded the King James 
version of the New Testament for Kingdom 
Productions, earning among his friends the 
nickname "The Voice of God."

Mansfield employee shoots horror movie

Mark Polonia, Mansfield University's resident 
filmmaker, recently had his newest movie, The 
Dark Sleep, released nationwide and interna- 
tionally on DVD. 

The Dark Sleep is based on an HP Love- 
craft story called Dreams in the Witch House. 
The story is about a woman who inherits a 
house through a divorce from her ex-hus- 
band, a sorcerer who is now trying to drive 
her crazy through her dreams by sending her 
to different dimensions and worlds with vari- 
ous creatures (zombies, monsters, etc.). 

The original title they shot the movie 
under was Nightmare House but Polonia 
and director Brett Piper decided they want- 
ed something more cerebral and after much 
brainstorming they eventually decided upon 
The Dark Sleep. 

The film was shot over a period of a week 
and a half in November of last year and the 
next seven months were spent on post-pro- 
duction. 

For this particular production, Polonia 
served as a producer as well as doing some di- 
recting and a small acting role. "The shoot was 
a lot of hard work but also a lot of fun," Polo- 
nia said. They only filmed in two real locations 



so not a lot of time was spent moving things 
around. The owner of the property they shot 
on was nice enough to let them do whatever 
they wanted, which included letting them use 
all of their equipment (including cranes, light 
rigs, etc.). The shoot was particularly chal- 
lenging because there was a large amount of 
special effects involved and they had to plan 
everything carefully so that everything would 
match up in postproduction. 

The film contains no CGI special effects. 
All effects were done traditionally with stop- 
motion, puppets, latex appliances, and cre- 
ative lighting. 

The film was released on April 26th 
through Retro Media Entertainment. "I'm 
very proud of how it turned out. For a movie 
that cost as much as a used car, it stacks up 
to almost anything on the Sci-Fi channel. It's 
fun, it's scary, it's exactly what a movie should 
be," Polonia said of the finished product. 

In addition to The Dark Sleep, Polonia 
has multiple other projects that have been 
shot including Queen Crab, Camp Blood 3D, 
and Empire of the Apes. The latter two films 
were shot in high definition 3D. This sum- 
mer, Polonia has plans to shoot Meat Eater, a 
film about a dinosaur that comes back from 
the prehistoric era to ruin the plans of a girl 
who is stealing her mafia boyfriend's money. 



PRSSA hosts third annual Black and White event

Dr. James Guignard from the Department of 
English presented his current research Thurs- 
day in Alumni Hall 317. 

Guignard's research project that was pres- 
ent was called: "Red, White, and Bluewash- 
ing: Visual Rhetoric and Natural Gas." 

This current research project grew out of 
Guignard's interest in the natural gas indus- 
try coming into local and surroundings areas 
since 2009. This research is going to be tied 
into a bigger project he's working on. He's 
writing a book called: Words Matter: Teach- 
ing, Writing, and Living about the Marcellus 
Shale. 

Guignard's research presentation showed 
three different images. He usually uses words 
but he said, "images effect our perceptions of 
natural gas," which ties into his bigger project 
of writing his book. 

He talked about how the use of the im- 
ages have a larger effect than people think 
they do and went on to prove how this went 
hand in hand with the natural gas companies. 
He talked how he thinks the images as a vi- 
sual short-hand and said, "These images make 
complex seem much simpler than they are." 

The first image Guignard presented was 
one of a roughneck, or an oil field worker. 
He talked about how people think of this as 
a masculine job which involves hard and dan- 
gerous work, or it gives us the idea of "pull 
yourself up by your bootstraps" and emits a 
can do attitude. He said that this image grows 
out of the idea of the cowboys and how Amer- 
icans tamed the Wild West. This was related 
to the natural gas company giving off the idea

that our new frontier is 5,000 feet below us. 

The second image Guignard presented 
was one of a pastoral setting with a fracking 
site set up in part of it. He pointed out when 
we think of pastoral we think of words such as 
rural, simplicity, and farming. The image pre- 
sented the idea that certain areas are caught 
in between urban and growth by displaying 
an industrial pastoral area. Guignard talked 
about how this image appeals to conflict of 
two or our beliefs on nature that are: we ought 
to preserve places and that we want to use its 
resources. 

The third image Guignard presented 
was an American flag next to one of the local 
natural gas companies' offices. He brought up 
that the use of patriotism that is intertwined 
with natural gas is also one of the things that 
prompted him to start thinking about the 
American flag. He said that the flag is serving 
as an "abstracting function" which is market- 
ing the natural gas companies as something 
larger and these companies are using the flag 
to blunt criticism, because it's hard to attack 
patriotism. 

Guignard said he didn't see any of these 
images above any other and that all work to- 
gether to create an image of these areas that 
the natural gas companies are drilling in as 
zones rather than communities. The images 
presented tap into cultural ideas and repre- 
sents conflicting ideas. He pointed out the 
images confuse things by oversimplifying 
complex issues, make it hard to have thought- 
ful conversations, and serve as an "abstract- 
ing function." Guignard said," I think the gas 
companies are trying to shape attitudes local- 
ly, nationally, and internationally in ways that 
stifle conversations about the gas industry." 



And, as is often the case, the band has 
invited three vocalists to join them for the 
concert.

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Zombies Vs. Humans infects Mansfield

Let the killing commence! 

Fifty-two Mansfield University students 
showed up armed and ready to struggle for 
survival last Tuesday. Two other students 
seemed to be ready to struggle, but they were 
already undead. 

Freshmen Sean Bergold and Glen 
Shumway were two of the still living humans 
after roughly 48 hours in an undead world. 
Bergold is a Sociology/Archeology major 
with an interest in Anthropology. "I have an 
educational reason for playing," Bergold said. 
"I'm interested in the militaristic mindset." 

This is the second time both warriors 
struggled against the forces of darkness. 
Shumway, who is majoring in Political Science 
with an emphasis in International Relations, 
assumed to role of a member of Her Majesty's 
armed forces and stayed in character for the 
interview. 

Richard Ruggiero, Brian Blackson, 
Trevor Romberger and Lukas Fogel are the 
moving force behind this semester's Human 
Versus Zombies game. They are warriors and 
moderators for the game. This is the fifth year 
students have been struggling against the 
undead, according to Blackson. 

The essence of the game is Tag. The rules 
are simple, as written by the first Humans 
versus Zombies players at Goucher University 
All players wear bandanas on their arms to 
indicate that they are playing and living. 
When a zombie tags a living human, the soon 
to be reanimated human removes her bandana 
from her arm and wears it as a head scarf. The 
only exception to this rule is Patient Zero, the 
original walking dead. He is bandanaless. 

If a zombie goes 48 hours without 
tagging a living human, the zombie "starves 
to death" and is out of the game. 

The living win by surviving long enough 
for the undead to starve. The zombies win by 
converting the living. 

The living can defend themselves with 
nerf guns and sock-grenades. Hitting a zombie 
with a nerf dart or a rolled up sock stuns the 
zombie for 15 minutes. 

The game is mostly played outside. 
Libraries and academic buildings, bathrooms, 
dorm rooms and athletic facilities are all off 
limits for gameplay. 

Sophomore Melody Majchrzak didn't 
last long as a living contestant. "It's free and 
a good way to get some exercise," Majchrzak 
said. "It also takes some brains. The humans 
have to plan around the zombie attacks. 

Because it's too easy for the humans 
to win by just staying in safe areas, the 
moderators set up submissions. "I was just on 
an escort mission," Blackson said. "We also 
have missions to protect high value targets 
and other things." 
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Sean Bergold and Glenn Shumway fought 
their way to Retan Center on the second 
day of the Humans Versus Zombies game. 
They didn't know how many humans were 
left alive, but they were determined to make 
survive until their extraction some time, 
somewhere, on Tuesday. 

If the any humans are alive after seven 
days, they have one last mission. If they 
survive, they have to get "extracted." The 
scenario is that other living humans come to 
the rescue. The living Mansfield University 
humans must figure out where they can be 
extracted and get to the extraction point at 
the correct time. 

The extraction point is secret. Players 
get hints as to the time and location during 
the week, but they can't know until the last 
minute. "If we told them ahead of time, living 
humans who joined the zombies would know 
where the extraction point was and would 
have a big advantage," Blackson said. 

The extraction point last semester was 
G-Lot at midnight. 

Jenna Motz and David Thomas were the 
original zombies for this semester. "They are 
responsible for making this semester's game 
awesome," Blackson said 

Aside from bragging rights, there are no 
winners or losers in Humans versus Zombies. 
Whether the humans get extracted or 
overrun, everyone is invited to the pizza party 
to celebrate the end of the game. 

"I am hoping to get more people 
involved next semester. It's a fun activity," 
Blackson said. To that end Blackson and some 
of his friends made a YouTube video, shot at 
Mansfield University, to show how much fun 
running from the undead can be. "I worked 
really hard on [the video]. I thank everyone 
who participated. 




From Snoop Dogg to Snoop Lion: An 
album review of Reincarnated

Kate Pratt hit two home runs and Caitlin 
Klobosits threw a five-hit complete game to 
lead Mansfield to a 5-2 win over Bloomsburg 
in the nightcap of a regular season ending 
doubleheader to clinch an improbable three- 
way tie with Bloomsburg and Lock Haven 
for a PSAC Central crown Saturday at 
Hutchinson Field. 

Mansfield dropped the opener 4-2. 

The split gives all three teams an 11-5 
PSAC Central mark and with it a piece of the 
PSAC Central title. 

It marks the first PSAC title of any kind 
for a Mountaineer women's program since 
Mansfield won the 1983 PSAC volleyball 
championship and the first-ever PSAC title 
for the Mountaineer softball program. 

While all three programs share the title, 
Mansfield will be seeded second from the 
PSAC Central for the conference playoffs. 
Lock Haven will be the first seed after splitting 
their series with Mansfield and winning 3-of- 
4 from Bloomsburg. Bloomsburg, which split 
its series with Mansfield, is the third seed 
from the Central. 

Mansfield will play California, the 
number one seed from the PSAC West, on 
Wednesday afternoon in Quakertown. 

"Before the season even started we 
believed that getting in to the playoffs 
wouldn't be determined until the last day," 
said long-time head coach Edith Gallagher 
who's team missed out of a playoff berth on 
the last day of the season a year ago. "But 
nobody thought it would come down like 
this - we were concentrating on seeding, 
not divisional titles. I wish I had a camera 
when I told our seniors they were divisional 
champions." 

Things didn't look good for the 
Mountaineers to start the nightcap, 
Bloomsburg started Cait Paine on the mound 
in game two after the senior threw a one- 
hitter and struck out 16 Mountaineers in the 
opener. 

Bloomsburg got a pair of runs off 
Mansfield ace Klobosits in the bottom of the 
first when the Huskies loaded the bases with 
no outs before getting a run on a sac fly by 
Chrissy Belko and a RBI single from Hannah 
Moir. But Klobosits buckled down after a 
Bloomsburg running mistake, striking out the 
final batter of the inning to end the threat. 

Mansfield tied the game with a pair of 
runs in the top of the third when Courtney 
Bauder led off the inning with a single and 
scored on a double by Stephanie Simmeth. 
After Paine fanned the next two batters, senior 
Danielle Long drove in the second run of the 
inning on a single. 

Pratt gave Mansfield the lead in the fifth 
when she hit a two-out home run over the 
leftfield wall for a 3-2 Mountaineer lead. 

Mansfield added another run in the 
sixth when freshman Taylor Stupski drilled a 
two-out home run down the left field line to 
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Pratt hit he 15th and 16th homerun. 

increase the lead to 4-2. 

Pratt closed out the scoring by drilling 
her second home run of the game and 1 6th of 
the season to lead-off the seventh. 

Klobosits was outstanding after the first 
inning, retiring 15 of the next 16 Bloomsburg 
batters and only allowing two singles over the 
final six innings of the game. The senior lefty 
struck out eight and walked just one batter to 
improve to 12-4 on the season. The 12 wins 
are the most for a Mountaineer pitcher in a 
season since Kelly Morris posted a 12-9 mark 
in 2000. 

Pratt, Megan Miller and Bauder each 
had two hits in the game while Stupski hit her 
first home run of the season. Pratt's two RBIs 
gives her 48 on the season to tie Deb Gyms 
(1990) record for RBIs in a season. 

In the opener, the Mountaineers couldn't 
overcome Paine's outstanding pitching 
performance despite a spirited effort in the 
circle from Pratt. 

Bloomsburg scored four runs in the second, 
two of them unearned, before Mansfield got 
on the board in the top of the sixth. 

Chara Dixon led off the inning with 
a walk and advanced to third on a double 
by Bauder. Dixon scored on a sac fly from 
Simmeth with Bauder later scoring off a 
fielding error. 

Pratt scattered eight hits and struck out 
four while walking none in going the distance. 
Bauder's double was the only hit of the game 
for the Mountaineers.

GLO also talked about the transition 



from high school to college and how this 
sometimes makes things easier after realizing 
you are not straight. 

"No one ever called me "Jay" in high 
school," Jay, the current GLO president, said. 

Jay even refuses to share his legal name 
with his college friends in an effort to keep the 
comfortable niche he has found at college that 
he does not have at home. 

The GLO panel also discussed com- 
ing out to parents and guardians. There was 
a wide spectrum of reactions from not a big 
deal to being a huge uproar. Some admitted 
that they haven't told their parents and don't 
know when they will. 

"I'm waiting for the time when I can actu- 
ally say it," Mary, a GLO panel member said. 

Other GLO members talked about how 
they didn't even understand what gay meant 
before understanding themselves enough to 
know that they were. 

There was also discussions about how 
people are treated differently because of their 
orientations. It was explained that there was 
more of a social-transition than anything else 
when figuring out one's sexual orientation. 

GLO hopes that more people will come 
and join in the fall to help support the gay 
community no matter if the students are gay, 
straight, or just aren't sure.

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John Donne was wrong. I am an island.

I read all of John D. MacDonald's Travis 
Magee novels more than 40 years ago. 
Magee describes life as an island in a river. 
People are born on the downstream end 
of the island. As the baby grows, the river 
erodes the upstream end and builds up 
the downstream end. This has the effect 
of moving the baby from the downstream 
end to being an adult in the middle of the 
island. 

As the island erodes, people at the 
edges fall into the river and are washed out 
of the life of the baby, the child or the man. 

Ultimately an old man stands at the 
point of the upstream end. When the river 
wears away the upstream end, the old man 
falls into the river and is carried away. 

Magee's explanation caught my 
imagination and stuck with me. I have 
returned to it when trying to understand 
some aspect of life that's bothering me. 



It has become especially pertinent since I 
started teaching at Mansfield University. 

I taught high school for five years and 
left to go to grad school. After finishing 
grad school in Utah, I moved to Virginia. 
I taught high school theater arts for three 
years then got a temporary job teaching 
journalism at Lynchburg College. I filled in 
for three semesters while they searched for 
someone with a Ph.D. I went from there to 
Central Virginia Community College, where 
I taught English as a full-time adjunct. 

I moved around a lot. Every three-to- 
five years I either went back to school or 
changed jobs and locations. When I got 
to Mansfield, I knew I had found a home 
for the rest of my life. I was happy. I had 
terrific colleagues in my department and 
around campus. I taught exciting and 
excited students. I advised The Flashlight, 
the student owned, student run newspaper. 
I have had good staffs and great staffs, but 
they are always an exciting, dynamic group 
of students who make a difference. 



I am finishing my 1 1 th year at 
Mansfield University. As I was starting my 
8th year, I was starting to feel uncomfortably 
comfortable. I couldn't put my finger on 
my dissatisfaction. I was seeking something 
different to read to get my mind off my 
troubles. Digging through a box of books 
I ran across an old Travis Magee novel and 
read it in a day. I was reminded of Magee's 
island metaphor for life and thought I had 
identified the source of my ennui. 

I was the island. I was a rock in a river. 
My students were the river. They came into 
my classroom for a semester or a year, or 
four years if I was lucky. Some came to 
The Flashlight office and I got to work with 
them in a less formal though more intense 
atmosphere for one, two, three or four years. 
After four years, they were washed from my 
life. I was the one standing still and they 
were flowing downstream to jobs with 
newspapers or public relations companies 
or television or radio stations. 

I didn't like the image of being a rock 
in their stream. I didn't want to feel like an 
obstruction. It took me several years, but I 
have modified Magee's metaphor. 



Anyone who knows me will tell you 
what an athletic supporter I am, so it's not 
unusual for me to pick a sports metaphor. 

I am not an island in a stream of 
students. I am part pit crew and part 
cheerleader. When students come into my 
class, I help them learn what they will need 
to know when they graduate. For four years 
I help them pick the right tires, adjust their 
fan belts, buckle their seat belts and fine 
tune their pistons. At the end of four years 
I can hear their motors roaring as they get 
ready to leave my life. 

That's when I pick up my pompoms 
and put on my pleated skirt. Actually, I put 
on an academic robe and a mortarboard. I 
walk solemnly into the gym, though what 
I want to do is dance on the furniture and 
scream, "GO! GO! GO!" 

I don't mind eating the dust. The lion's 
share of my job is done. I may write a letter 
of reference or answer an emailed question, 
but they are doing what I helped them learn 
how to do. I keep track of some of them. 
Some of them keep in touch. 

I am a teacher. My students are the 
change I make in the world.

The summer movie season is about to begin and 
this year some big movies are looking to cash in 
big at the box office.

In The Wolverine, Hugh Jackman reprises

In addition to numerous sequels, the season 
also has some originals and adaptations to offer 
like Pacific Rim, The Conjuring, Man of Steel, The 
lone Ranger, and The Great Gatsby. 

Pacific Rim is an original movie from 
director Guillermo Del Toro, pitting manmade 
giant robots against monsters that have emerged 
from the sea.

Joel Worthington threw six innings of shut- 
out ball to lead Mansfield to a 5-4 win in the 
opener of a season-ending PSAC East double- 
header at Shippensburg Saturday afternoon. 

Shippensburg scored twice in the bottom 
of the sixth to pull out a 8-6 win in the night- 
cap. 

In the opener, Mansfield struck for two 
runs in the top of the first on an RBI from 
senior Joey Andrews and scored again on An- 
thony Renz's double to the right field gap. 

The Mountaineers added another run in 
top of the third when Seth Tressler led off with 
a single followed by another single by Bran- 
don Miller. Tressler later scored on a sac fly by 
Dylan Woodworth. 

Tressler cleared the bases with a triple to 
tie the score at 6-6. 

But Shippensburg staged a rally of its 



own in the bottom of the seventh, scoring 
twice to take a 8-6 lead. 

Renz led off the seventh with a single but 
Mansfield could push across a run 

Danny Brown started on the mound for 
the Mountaineers and went four innings be- 
fore giving way to Quin Taylor who went one 
inning. Jeremy Mapstone was charged with 
the loss after giving up a pair of runs in the 
sixth. 

Tressler went 3-3 with a triple and career- 
best four RBI's to lead the Mountaineer of- 
fense. Renz went 2-4. 

Marcus Shippey picked up the win in re- 
lief allowing just one hit over the last 1.1 in- 
nings. Tyler Shover went 2-2 with three RBI. 

Mansfield ends the 2013 season 23-27 
overall record and 7-17 PSAC East mark. 



Michael Robinson and Olivia 
Lopes Break School Records 

Mike Robinson won the 800 meters with a 
school record time of 1:53.02 and Olivia 
Lopes broke her own record again in the 
100-meters to highlight a strong showing for 
the Mansfield University men's and women's 
track and field teams at the Lock Haven's El- 
liston Invitational Saturday. 

Robinson took first in the 800, 
breaking the legendary Chris Cummings pre- 
vious record of 1:53.02 set in 2006. Jake Por- 
tock finished fifth in the same race with a time 
of 1:57.74. 

Brenae Edwards led a 1-2-3 sweep 
for the Mountaineer women in the 22-run- 
ner strong 1500 meter field with a time of 
4:40.50. She bested teammates Jess Scordino 
(4:44.50) and Savannah Boucher (4:59.85). 
All three runners have each already earned 
provisional qualifying marks for the NCAA 
Division II National Championship. 

Olivia Lopes tuned up for the PSAC 
Championship with a first place showing, 
once again breaking her school record, in the 
100 meters with a time of 12.15 with Kristen 
Von Bevern taking 10th in the 5000 meters 
(21:44.02) in the final race of her collegiate 
career. 

Although he had already qualified 
for the upcoming PSAC Championship in 
both events, Latimere Campbell had an out- 
standing meet finishing fourth in the 100 me- 
ters with a time of 10.99 and second in the 
200 meters at 21.84. The 100 meters time is 
the fastest in school history for a FAT timed 
100 meter dash. 

Also participating in his final meet 
was senior Michael Leiwant who took 9th in 
the 400 meter (58.99) and was also part of 
the 5th place 4 x 100 relay team along with 
Campbell, Michael Hillary and Trenton Sch- 
reiber. 

Eric Scherer was second in the stee- 
plechase (10:45.6) with teammate Alex Beard 
- running in his final collegiate event - was 
third at 11:05.1. 

Jesse Jones took 4th in the 1 500 with a time of 
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Olivia Lopes broke her own school record 
again with a time of 1 2. 1 5 

4:05.47 while Robert McCoy was 4th in the 
400 meters (49.20). 

Both women's head coach Nadine 
Parker and men's head coach Mike Rohl 
commented on the senior class of Alex Beard, 
Kristen Von Bevern, Kait Chegwidden, and 
Michael Leiwant. 

Mansfield will compete at the PSAC 
Championship in Millersville from May 9-11.

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Controversial call ends title quest for Mounties 



A controversial call, on what would have been 
a double-play, led to all four Shippensburg 
runs as the Raiders eliminated Mansfield 4-2 
in a loser's bracket game at the PSAC Cham- 
pionship Tournament Thursday morning in 
Quakertown. 

It was a brutal tournament for the Moun- 
taineers, who surprisingly had what proved to 
be the toughest draw in the competition after 
clinching a piece of the PSAC Central title 
last weekend. Mansfield opened the tourna- 
ment with a 6-2 loss to top-seed California 
yesterday and drew Shippensburg after the 
Raiders - the No. 2 seed in the Atlantic Re- 
gion, was upset 6-0 by Bloomsburg. 

Mansfield, which was ranked No. 7 in 
yesterday's NCAA Atlantic Region poll, must 
now wait to see if they will be one of the eight 
teams to advance to the NCAA tournament. 
That announcement will be made on Sunday 
evening. 

Both teams failed to capitalize on scoring 
opportunities in the first inning of a highly 
emotional game. 

Mansfield's Courtney Bauder led off the 
game with a double to left field but was erased 
when Stephanie Simmeth's hard-hit line drive 
was caught at second, doubling up the run- 



ner. With the hit, Bauder sets the MU single 
season record for doubles in a season with 16 
passing Rosie Pagana (2000). 

Shippensburg had runners at second 
and third after two-out a double by Taylor 
Weisman before Mountaineer pitcher Cait- 
lin Klobosits, who started yesterday's game, 
struck out Rachel Shumway to end the threat. 

In the bottom of the third, Kiersten 
Darhower led off the inning by beating out 
an infield hit and moved up to second on a 
throwing error on a pickoff attempt by the 
catcher. The next batter, Maddie Justice, then 
hit a liner to second that was turned into what 
appeared was a double-play but the base um- 
pire ruled it a trap and Darhower continued 
racing around the bases to score. 

Despite a protest by Mansfield, the call 
held up following a conference between all 
three umpires and Shippensburg took a 1-0 
lead. 

That call led to three more runs when 
Shippensburg got another single followed by 
a three-run home run by Rachel Shumway 
giving the Raiders a 4-0 lead. 

A fired-up Mansfield team answered 
right back in the top half of the fourth inning. 
Simmeth singled with one out before Kate 



Pratt delivered a towering home run, her 17th 
of the season, over the left field fence to cut 
the lead to 4-2. 

Kaitlyn Harris then followed with a 
single. One out later, Ashley Inman drilled 
a single over the centerfield's glove sending 
Harris to third but Mansfield couldn't push 
across another run before the side was retired. 

Freshman Taylor Stupski led off the top 
of the fifth with a flair single over a diving first 
baseman but the Mountaineers couldn't ad- 
vance the runner. 

Shippensburg got four of its eight hits in 
the controversial third inning. Mansfield had 
seven hits in the game including two by St- 
upski. Pratt extended her single season home 
run record to 17 and also established a single 
season RBI record with her 50th of the season 
surpassing Deb Gmys mark of 48 set in 1990. 
Pratt also set a season record with 3 1 of her 53 
hits going for extra-bases this season. 

Klobosits threw a gutsy game, going the 
distance and striking out seven to extend her 
season strikeout record to 134. 

Darhower led Shippensburg with three 
hits in four at-bats with Taylor Wiesman go- 
ing 2-2. Lynn picked up the complete-game 
win striking out seven and walking none. 
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Klobostis extended her single season 
strikeout record to 1 34 in the loss. 

Mansfield is now 25-15 on the season 
while Shippensburg improves to 31-10.
